(Mr.  W  Temple  Franks)  and  Sir  Cornelius  Dalton 
/•r-  -Hey  appeared  for  the  applicants,  and  with  him  were 
:n     Turner  (managing  director  of  British  Dyes,  Ltd.)  and' 
■Or.  M.  O.  *orster  (also  a  director  of  the  company) 
.  In  reply  to  the  Comptroller,  Dr.  Hey  said  his  company 
is  prepared  to  manufacture,   in  accordance  with  all  the 
processes,  not  only  dyes  but  medicinal  products 
*u  r>  9omptr?1],er  P°inte'd  out  that  it  had  been  decided 
that  makers  of  flavine  by  process  24,652/10  should  call  the 
antiseptic     Acnflavme,"  adding,  of  course,  their  own  name 
after  it  if  they  liked. 

Dr.  Hey  said  with  regard  to  application  No.  13,866/14 
(ureas  of  the  naphthalene  series)  they  proposed  to  use  this 
process  in  the  manufacture  of  drugs  as  well  as  dyes,  but 
so  far  there  is  no  specific  name  decided  upon  for  the  medi- 
cinal product. 

The  Comptroller  said  it  is  a  question  for  consideration 
whether  it  would  not  be  as  well  to  applv  the  regulation  of 
a  specific  name  to  the  dyes  as  well  as  to  the  drugs.  In 
this  connection  Sir  Cornelius  Dalton  suggested  that  if 
several  different  medicinal  products  are  made  from  the 
Sam^?riglnal  Process  the  specific  name  might  be  misleading. 

With  regard  to  royalties,  Dr.  Hey  suggested  2A  per  cent, 
on  the  sale  price,  as  in  the  case  of  other  dyestuffs,  and 
1  per  cent,  on  intermediate  products. 

Mr.  Bloxam  (on  behalf  of  several  of  the  patentees)  thought 
the  1  per  cent,  on  intermediates  too  low,  and  suggested 
2£  per  cent,  over  all. 

DF:  f1^  submitted  a  suggested  grouping  of  the  patents 
applied  for,  showing  that  at  least  six  different  licences 
would  be  required. 

In  answer  to  Sir  Cornelius  Dalton,  Mr.  Turner  said  they 
proposed  to  manufacture  the  flavine  both  as  a  dye  and  as 
an  antiseptic,  and  Dr.  Forster  indicated  that  they  are  quite 
prepared  to  use  the  name  ,:  Acriflavine,"  and  that  another 
name  could  easily  be  invented  for  the  dyestuff  if  necessary. 
It  is  misleading,  he  said,  to  use  the  word  "  Flavine,"  as 
that  name  is  already  in  use  for  a  vegetable  dye.  '  The 
antiseptic  would,  of  course,  be  different  from  the  dye,  as 
it  would  have  to  be  chemically  pure. 

The  Comptroller  said  they  would  recommend  the  granting 
of  the  licences  as  suggested.

Shanklin.— The  appeal  of  the  Military  Representative 
against  the  exemption  of  J.  P.  Pionchon,  assistant  with 
Mr.  A.  Ashfield,  Ph.C,  was  dismissed. 

Spalding. — Exemption  until  December  31  was  graated  to 
Mr.  E.  A.  Osborn,  dispensing  chemist,  at  the  Holland 
Appeal  Tribunal  on  June  1. 

Ttjnbridge  Wells. — Exemption  was  refused  to  Mr. 
A.  S.  W.  Pearman,  son  of  Mrs.  Pearman,  but  he  is  not 
to  be  called  up  for.  twenty-eight  days. 

West  Byfleet. — Three  months'  exemption  was  granted  to 
F.  Johnson,  assistant  to  Mr.  S.  B.  Moss,  dispensing  chemist. 

Worcester.— A  substitution  order  was  granted  in  the  case 
of  F.  J.  Newton,  assistant  with  E.  J.  Kitson,  Ltd..  chemists. 

Wrexham. — Exemption  until  July  16  was  granted  to  J.  L. 
Woodcock,  dispenser  with  Francis  &  Co.,  chemists. 

The  question  of  one-man  businesses  came  before  the 
County  of  London  Appeals  Tribunal  (Law  'Society  Section) 
on  June  6,  when  the  Chairman  (Mr.  A.  Richardson,  M.P.) 
referred  to  the  case,  reported  on  the  previous  day,  of  a 
grocer,  married,  with  one  child,  and  the  owner  of  a  single- 
man  business,  who  had  obtained  conditional  exemption. 
Mr.  Richardson  said  the  decision  does  not  alter  the  law, 
or  give  anyone  the  right  to  exemption  who  was  not  before 
entitled  to  it.  The  only  effect  would  be  to  remind  Tribunals 
that,  however  great  the  pressure  brought  on  them  to  refuse 
exemption,  applicants  are  entitled,  not  as  a  privilege  or  as 
a  matter  of  discretion,  but  as  a  legal  right,  to  receive 
exemption  when  they  have  established  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Tribunal  that  serious  hardship  would  ensue  owing  to 
exceptional  business  obligations  if  they  are  called  up.  The 
Tribunal  is  not  entitled  to  refuse  exemption  because  the 
applicant  is  in  such  circumstances  a  young  man  fit  for 
general  service. 

Mr.  P.  W.  E.  Atkinson,  dispensing  chemist,  5  Golden 
Lion  Bank,  Whitby,  having  been  called  up  for  military 
service,  is  closing  his  business  for  the  duration  of  the  war.

About  150  American  Red  Cross  nurses  have  been  spending 
a  few  days  in  Liverpool.  They  showed  an  appreciation 
of  the  American  stocks  kept  by  local  pharmacists. 

The  application  of  a  central-area  pharmacist  for  a  licence 
to  buy  glycerin  for  prescriptions  has  been  refused  by  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions,  who  give  permits  only  to  facilitate 
the  making  of  preparations  required  for  urgent  cases.

A  central  retailer  saw  in  a  Southport  phar- 
macy the  other  day  a  new  supply  of  a  toilet-article  he  had 
had  on  order  for  five  months.  He  rang  up  a  wholesale 
house,  and  secured  part  of  the  consignment. 

The  Liverpool  Pharmacists'  Training  Corps  attended  on 
June  5,  at  the  Royal  Institution,  the  first  of  a  course  of 
twenty .  lectures  given  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Lewis.  Lecturer  in 
.Bacteriological  Methods  at  the  Universitv  of  Liverpool.  The 
course,  open  to  pharmacists  and  their  assistants,  had  attracted 
thirty-five  entries,  including  several  from  Wirral.  As  drill 
instructor  the  Corps  (which  musters  up  to  fifty)  has  secured 
bergeant-Major  Shone,  whose  efforts  are  promoting  a  high 
degree  of  efficiency.

London,  was  last  week  sold  by 
auction  and  fetched  good  prices. 


Shop-window  Lights.— The  prohibition  of  window  lights 
referred  to  last  week  (p.  35)  is  in  respect  to  "  lights  'used 
inside  any  shop  for  the  purpose  of  advertisement  or  display 
when  the  shop,  is  closed  for  serving  customers." 

Mustard. — The  Kensington  Borough  Council  have  been 
informed  that  the  Public  Health  Committee  is  of  opinion 
that  the  packages  of  condiment-mustard,  which,  as  is  well 
known,  is  a  mixture,  are  not  labelled  sufficiently  legibly. 

Shops  Act. — Cumberland  County  Council  lias  issued  an 
order  for  chemists  and  druggists  at  Egremont  to  close  at 
7  p.m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  ;  1  p.m. 
or  7  p.m.  on  Wednesday ;  and  9  p.m.  or  1  p.m.  on  Saturday. 

Telegraphing  Money  Abroad. — The  telegraph  money- 
order  service  which  was  instituted  on  July  1,  1916,  with 
certain  of  the  British  Overseas  Dominions  has  now  been 
extended  to  British  North  Borneo  and  the  Malay  States 
of  Johore,  Kedah,  and  Perlis. 

Staff  Lists.— At  Southport  on  June  4,  Mr.  Joseph  Joye, 
dispensing  chemist,  was  summoned  for  failing  to  send  to 
the  military  authorities  a  list  of  alterations  in  his  staff. 
Defendant  said  he  was  unaware  that  the  information  was 
required,  and  the  case  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Halakite  Inquiry. — Professor  W.  J.  Pope,  F.R.S.,  who 
was  the  chemical  expert  on  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  re- 
garding the  refusal  of  the  War  Office  to  issue  a  licence  to 
a  company  to  trade  in  an  explosive  oalled  halakite,  has 
reported  the  result  of  his  investigation.  He  states  that 
the  explosive  was  a  clumsy  fraud. 

Royal  Institution. — At  a  general  meeting  of  the  members 
of  the  Royal  Institution  held  on  June  4,  the  Duke  of 
Northumberland,  K.G.  (President),  in  the  chair,  special 
thanks  were  returned  to  Professor  Frank  Clowes,  D.Sc,  for 
his  gift  of  a  print  by  Gi'ray,  showing  Dr.  Garnett,  with  the 
aid  of  his  assistant,  Humphry  Davy,  lecturing  at  the.  Royal 
Institution. 

Dispensers.— The  Local  Government  Board  has  sanctioned 
the  payment  by  the  Southwark  Board  of  Guardians  of  a 
gratuity  of  5/.  to  Miss  Fanny  Flood,  dispenser  at  the  New- 
ington  Institution,  in  consideration  of  the  extra  services 
rendered  by  her. — Mr.  C.  T.  Holloway  has  been  appointed 
temporary  dispenser  at  the  Southwark  Military  Hospital, 
at  a  salary  of  3/.  5s.  a  week. 

Flavine. — Sir  John  Bland-Sutton,  addressing  the  Court 
of  Governors  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  London,  W.,  last 
week,  gave  some  details  of  the  uses  to  which  the  antiseptic 
flavine  is  being  put  (see  C.  &  L>.,  January  27,  p.  102). 
Many  paragraphs  and  articles  regarding  flavine  have  since 
appeared  in  the  London  Press,  but  none  exhibits  exceptional 
knowledge  of  the  matter  dealt  with. 

Sugar-growing. — According  to  "  Nature,"  an  organisa- 
tion, known  as  the  British  Sugar-beet  Growers'  Society, 
Ltd.,  has  been  founded  to  take  advantage  of  the  grant 
from  the  Development  Fund  towards  the  purchase  of  an 
estate  in  this  country  for  the  purposes  of  sugar:beet  grow- 
ing and  sugar-manufacture.  An  estate  of  5,600  acres  has 
been  acquired  at  Kelham,  near  Newark,  which  is  considered 
admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose. 

"  Urgent  "  Letters. — The  Postmaster-General  has  now 
extended  to  all  district  and  branch  post-offices  in  the 
London  area  the  system  already  in  operation  at  the  General 
Post-office,  London,  and  at  many  .  head  post-offices  outside 
London,  whereby  the  sender  of  a  letter  for  the  United 
States,  for  Portugal,  or  for  any  neutral  country  in  Europe 
or  America  may  secure  that  it  shall  be  treated  as  specially 
urgent  by  the  Post  Office  and  the  military  censors,  by 
affixing  stamps  to  the  value  of  half-a-erown  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  postage,  and  handing  it  over  at  the  counter. 

Table-water  Returns. — Mr.. J.  H.  Smith,  of  J.  H.  Smith 
&  Co.,  "  Doomo  "  Works,  Newark-on-Trent,  was  on  May  31 
fined  10/.,  and  5/.  costs,  for  making  a  monthly  return  of  his 
sale  of  table-waters  instead  of  a  weekly  return.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Robertson,  Solicitor's  Department,  Customs  and  Excise, 
London,  said  Mr.  Smith  could  have  made  monthly  returns 
if  he  had  given  a  bond,  but  he  declined  to  do  so.  There 
were  two  summonses  in  respect  of  two  weeks  in  May, "  and 
Mr.  G.  B.  Burke,  on  behalf  of  defendant,  gave  an  under- 
taking that  the  return  shall  in  future  be  made  weekly.  Mr. 
Robertson  said  there  was  no  suggestion  that  Mr.  Smith 
had  not  paid  the  proper  amount  of  duty. 

Poisonings. — The  fatal  cases  of  poisoning  which  have 
come  to  our  notice  this  week  include  the  following :  A 
Cardiff  girl  named  Whittle  committed  suicide  with  carbolic 
acid. — A  little  boy  named  Wills,  of  Bath,  drank  some  liquid 
which  had  collected  in  a  cyanide  insect-killing  bottle  and 
died  within  a  few  minutes.  The  bottle  had  been  left  out 
of  doors,  and  some  rain  had  collected  in  it  and  dissolved 
the  potassium  cyanide. — Menthol  snuff  was  stated  to  have 
been  the  indirect  cause  of  the  death  at  St.  Pancras,  London, 
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of  a  bricklayer  named  Day.  The  menthol  snuff  had  loeen 
thrown  on  his  face  in  play  some  time  ago,  the  irritation 
caused  erysipelas  of  the  nose,  and  meningitis  ensued,  which 
proved  fatal. 

Wholesale  Dhuggists'  Staff.— The  National  Amal- 
gamated Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen,  and 
Clerks  inform  us  that,  as  a  result  of  negotiations,  a  London 
company  of  wholesale  druggists  has  made  the  following 
offer  to  its  employes  :  10  per  cent,  bonus  on  present  wages 
to  those  already  in  receipt  of  a  war  bonus ;  10  per  cent, 
to  those  tinder  twenty-one  years  of  a-re.  Those  over  twenty- 
■one  years  of  age  not  in  receipt  of  any  war  bonus  to  be 
given  20  per  cent.,  except  Women  packers,  w  ho  are  only  to 
receive  10  per  cent.  That  those  members  of  the  staff  who 
had  been  in  tho  employ  of  the  firm  twelve  months  should 
be  given  one  week's  holiday.  The  request  of  the  staff  was 
for  a  20-per-cent.  war  bonus  to  be  paid  to  all  employes 
not  receiving  the  bonus :  in  other  cases  bonus  now  being 
paid  to  be  brouoht  up  to  20  per  cent.  The  offer  of  the  firm 
is  to  bo  submitted  to  the  meeting  of  the  staff. 

Analysts'  Repobts.— In  his  quarterly  report  the  public 
analyst  for  Southampton  refers  to  a  sample  of  ground-nut 
eake  sold  under  .a  guarantee  of  40  to  42  per  cent,  of  oil 
and  albuminoids.  .  It  contained  39.23  per  cent,  of  oil  and 
a.buminoids  together,  thus  fulfi'ling  the  guarantee  if  the 
two  item^,  are  treated  as  one  and  the  margin  of  deviation 
allowed  under  the  regulations  of  the  Beard  of  Agriculture 
is  allowed  for.  Such  a  guarantee,  however,  is  irregu'ar, 
and  not  in  accord  with  Section  1  (2)  of  the  Act.  which 
requires  the  vendor  to  supply  an  invoice  stating  what  are 
the  respective  percentages  of  oil  and  albuminoids  contained 
in  the  article.— Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C.  analyst 
far  Birmingham,  states  in  his  auarterly  report  that  four 
foformal  samples  of  camphorated  oil  were  analysed  of  the 
correct  composition,  or  nearly  so.  A  seidlitz-powder  sample 
was  deficient  of  13  per  cent,  of  the  proper  amount  of  tar- 
taric acid,  though  the  powders  were  marked  "full  weight." 
Another  sample  was  carelessly  prenared.  Three  samples  of 
bonc-iacid  ointment  from  one  vendor  were  incorrect'v  ore- 
pared,  and  Mr.  Liverseege  suggest}  that  the  boric-acid  oint- 
nuent.  W-aS  P?urod  into  tnR  boxcs  in  a  liquid  state  while 
the  boric  acid  was  separating  so  that  the  earlier  samples 
contained  hardlv  any  boric  acid  (two  contained  0.5  per  cent, 
on  y)  and  the  later  sample  ah  excess  (12.6  per  cent.).  A 
sample  cf  zinc  ointment  contained  17.6  per  cent,  of  zinc 
■oxide  instead  of  15  ner  oe-nt.,  and  another  sample  from  the 
sidw  wholesale  dealer  contained  a  slight  excess.  It  is 
probable  Mr.  Liverseege  adds,  that  in  these  cases  sufficient 
©are  had  not  been  taken  to  prevent  the  separation  of  the 
active  inp-redient  during  manufacture.  A  sample  of  oota~- 
sium-iodide  mixture  was  disporred  from  a  National  HrV+h 
Insurance  prescription,  which  ordered  potassium  iodide 
fW  gr.  and  ammonium  carbonate  48  gr.  in  an  8-oz 
m\  i1£  1110  ,bott'V  nf  mediae  when  dispense!  contained 
only  190  gr  of  notn*sium  iodide  and  43  gr.  cf  ammonium 
carbonate— Afr  Southend-oh-Sea  las1,  nutter  eight  -amp'&s 
of  ouinine  pd's  were  analysed  and  found  to  be  un- 
adulterated—In Lambeth  during  the  past  Quarter  thirty 
samples  of  drugs  were  analysed,  and  '  three  were 
reported  against  as  follows  :  Two  samples  of  Gregory  r.owcle> 
were  found  to  be  both  made  with  carbonate  not  oxide  of 
magnesium;  bone  acid  contained  an  excels  of  arsenic  '  As 
the  above  sample  were  in^rm-alW  taken,  no  action 
fo  lowed.  Five  other  sarnies  of  G-"<rorv  powder  and  five 
<&tner  samples  of  boric  acid  were  certified  as  satisfactory.

Large  quantities  are  being  despatched,  to  the  various 
Fronts. 

Mr.  James  Bowie,  dispensing  chemist,  late  of  Duncan, 
Flockhart  &  Co.,  Edinburgh,  has  acquired  the  business  of 
the  late  Mr.  Peter  Cowie,  chemist,  Upper  Largo. 

Mr.  J.  Skinner,  dispensing  chemist,  Stirling,  has  ob- 
tained the  contract  for  supplying  diphtheria  antitoxin  end 
other  serums  to  the  burgh  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months. 

The  destruction  cf  the  fly  is  again  attracting  attention, 
and  chemists  are  being  asked  for  the  best  "  means  to  that 
end."  Cleanliness  is  the  first  essential,  then  dusting  with 
borax  sprinkled  with  eucalyptus  or  sassafras  oil.

Aberdeen. 

Mrs.  E.  J.  Walker,  trading  as  McHardy's,  seed-merchants, 
46  Green,  Aberdeen,  is  applying  to  the  local  authority 
for  a  poison-licence. 

Aberdeen  Town  Council  has  decided  against  the  use  of 
virus  for  destroying  rats.  A  professional  rat-catcher  is  to 
be  employed  instead.  The  annual  damage  caused  by  rats 
in  Aberdeen  is  stated  to  approximate  20,000/.

Police-constables  have  been  inquiring  at  pharmacies  if 
opium  or  cocaine  is  ever  sold.  "  We've  just  been  told 
to  ask  you  "  was  the  reply  vouchsafed  by  a  "  bobby,"  when 
requested  to  give  a  reason  for  his  inquiry. 

The  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  have 
awarded  the  Makdougall-Brisbane  Prize  to  Robert  Alex- 
ander Houstoun,  Ph.D.,  D.Sc,  for  his  series  cf  papers 
on  "  The  Absorption  of  Light  by  Inorganic  Salts,"  and  the 
Gunning  Victoria  Prize  to  Sir  Thomas  Muir.

cf  the  2,211  traders  who  have  not  yet  voted.  Mr.  Larking 
writes  that  he  has  no  fear  that  the  u'timate  result  would 
be  to  secure  a  two-thirds  majority  in  favour  of  the  Order, 
and  spates  that  it  would  be  a  "feather  in  the  cap"  for 
Glasgow  to  have  tho  honour  cf  being  the  first  industrial 
city  to  ador-t  the  advanced  hour  of  7  p.m.  every  night  and 
9  P.M.  Saturdays.

Westminster  Wisdom. 

By  the  *'  C.  Sc.  D.''  Parliamentary  Representative. 


The  Post  Office. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  June  5,  in  the  course  of  the 
debate  on  the  Civil  Service  and  Revenue  Departments 
Estimates,  the  Postmaster-General  (Mr.  Illingworth)  stated 
that  if  the  writers  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  letters  addressed  to 
London  Adopted  the  practice  of  using  'the  now  district 
numbers  the  saving  in  sorting-office  labour  would  be  5.000L 
a  year.  At  present  40  per  cent,  of  the  letters  are  addressed 
in  the  new  way,  and  this  results  in  a  saving  of  about  4,000?. 
per  annum.  He  mentioned  also  that  the  public  will  no 
longer  be  required  to  endorse  51.  notes  presented  for  pay- 
ment at  post-offices. 

The  Properties  of  Flavine.  . 

General  Croft  has  given  notice  that  ho  intends  to  ask 
the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  War  whether  the  pro- 
perties of  flavine  were  known  to  the  medical  profession 
in  January  last  when  a  preliminary  report  was  published 
in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  and  whether  up  to 
this  time  substantial  quantities  of  flavine  cannot  be  ob- 
tained for  the  treatment  of  wounded  soldiers  in  any 
hospital  either  at  home  or  abroad. 

The  Under-Socretary  is  also  to  be  asked  whether  the  War 
Office  has  received  information  as  to  the  properties  of  the 
new  antiseptic  flavine ;  if  so,  what  steps  have  been  taken 
to  obtain  it;  to  whom  was  the  order  given  for  the  supply 
of  flavine,  and  within  what  time  was  the  order  executed ; 
whether  there  has  been  any  delay  in  the  execution  of  this 
order ;  and,  if  so,  what  is  the  reason. 

National  Health  Insurance. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  has  high  authority  for 
stating,  in  view  of  the  rumours  which  are  in  circulation 
on  the  point,  that  there  is  no  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  to  transfer  the  administration  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Commission  to  the  Department 
of  the  Local  Government  Beard.  The  suggestion  has  never 
even  been  considered,  and  the  rumour  has  probably  arisen 
fiom  the  fact  that  the  Government  aro  credited  with  the 
intention  of  setting  up  sooner  or  later  a  Ministry  of  Health. 
This,  of  course,  would  necessitate  legislation,  and  a  long 
time  would  elapse  before  a  Bill  creating  such  a  department 
could  be  passed  into  law.  If  and  when  such  a  measure 
is  brought  forward,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  assume  that 
the  question  of  bringing  the  Department  of  National 
Health  Insurance  under  its  direct  control  will  be  considered. 

Chemists'  Assistants. 

Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  learns  that  Mr.  Alfred 
Byrne,  M.P.,  who  before  the  adjournment  for  the  Whitsun- 
tide recess  directed  attention  in  the  House  of  Commons  to 
the  position  of  Irish  chemists'  assistants,  '  is  returning  to 
the  question,  and  on  Thursday  he  addressed  a  further  inter- 
rogatory on  the  subject  to  the  Chief  Secretary.  He  asked 
whether  the  Chief  Secretary's  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  the  wages  paid  to  and  hours  worked  by  Irish  chemists' 
assistants  ■  if  he  will  see  that  these  men,  especially  those 
in  houses  holding  Government  contracts,  will  be  paid  a 
decent  wage ;  and  if  he  will  see.  that  Government  contracts 
are  not  placed  in  houses  where  there  is  sweated  labour. — 
Mr.  Brideeman  referred  his  questioner  to  the  answer  ha 
gave  on  May  17. 

In  conversation  with  our  representative  Mr.  Byrne  stated 
that  many  of  the  assistants  in  Ireland  are  working  sixteen 
hours  a  day  for  25s.  a  week,  and  he  alleged  that  a  number 
of  shops  holding  Government  contracts  were  paying  their 
employes  not  more  than  a  pound  a  week.  He  considered 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  War  Office  to  see  that  any  firm 
which  secured  a  contract  paid  its  employes  a  proper  wage.

The  Vinegar  Standard—The  Southampton  County 
Magistrates  have  had  sent  back  to  them,  on  appeal  to  the 
High  Court,  the  case  in  which  Joseph  Newman,  Woolston, 
was  summoned  for  selling  vinegar  "  not  of  the  nature, 
substance,  and  quality  demanded,  being  deficient  in  acetic 
acid  to  the  extent  of  27.2  per  cent,  of  the  minimum  of 
4  per  cent,  which  normal  vinegar  should  contain^  When 
the  summons  was  originally  heard,  the  Magistimes  dis- 
missed it  on  the  ground  that  there  is  no  standard  for 
vinegar  legally  laid  down.  The  inspector  appealed  on  the 
point  that  except  for  spirits  and  milk  there  is  no  standard 
soecified  for  any  article  under  that  statute,  and  that  ii  the 
Magistrates  refused  to  accept  evidence  of  standards  for 
other  articles  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  would  be 
a  dead  letter,  The  High  Court  ruled  that  the  decision 
should  be  reversed  and  the  case  remitted  for  a  conviction. 
A  fine  of  10s.,  with  10s.  6d.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Prize  Court  Cases.-Sir  Samuel  Evans,  in  the  Prize 
Court  on  June  5,  condemned  200  barrels  of  phosphate  of 
soda  seized  on  the  Swedish  steamer  Sogland,  consigned  by 
the  Warner  Chemical  Co.,  New  York,  to  the  Alstie  Bo!aj 
Wilhelm  Becker,  Gothenburg.  An  affidavit  had  been  pre- 
pared by  a  chemist  relating  to  this  cargo  and  similar 
cargoes  on  three  other  vessels.  The  substance,  he  said,  was 
sodium  acid  pyrophosphate,  which  was  u?ed  as  a  substitute 
for  cream  of  tartar  in  preparing  baking-powder.  The  total 
quantity  on  these  lour  vessels  was  1,200  barrels,  weighing  300 
tons,  which  was  sufficient  to  prepare  a  thousand  tons  of 
baking-powder  and  treat  75,000  tons  of  flour,  or  an  allow- 
ance of  more  than  30  lb.  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child 
in  Sweden.  By  means  of  this  substance  nitric  acid  could 
also  be  prepared,  from  which  explosives  could  be  made. 
His  Lordship  said  the  phosphate  of  soda  was  conditional 
contraband,  and  must  be  condemned  as  prize.  It  was  on 
,its  way  eventually  to  Germany. 

A  Chemist's  ietter.-At  the  Four  Courts,  Dublin,  on 
June  5,  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland  and  a 
special  iury  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  Mr.  Samuel  Tarrant, 
bhgo,  claimed  damages  for  alleged  libel  and  slander  against 
Mr.  Patrick  N.  White,  Ph.C,  Sligo.  Mr.  White  counter- 
claimed  for  damages  for  libel  alleged  to  have  been  pub- 
lished by  the  plaintiff.  When  the  case  was  called  Mr 
Serjeant  Sullivan,  for  the  defendant,  Mr.  White, ,  said  he 
felt  sure  that  his  Lordship,  if  he  read  the  publication  com- 
plained of,  would  agree  that  it  was  one  to  which  the  de- 
fendant should  never  have  been  a  party.  The  letter  should 
never  have  been  written  with  respect  to  Mr".  Tarrant.  The 
matter  arose  out  of  some  question  of  municipal  politics  in 
bhgo,  and  in  regard  to  a  matter  not  unknown  to  arise  in 
other  places  nearer  home— an  increase  of  salary.  The  letter 
i?  hten  written  in  a  moment  of  irritation!  He  trusted 
that  the  expression  of  regret  which  was  now  made  would 
be  accepted.  Mr.  Powell,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  he 
at  once  accepted  the  peace  proposals  of  his  friend  Serjeant 
bullivan.  His  client  had  been  actuated  solely  by  a  desire 
to  vindicate  himself  from  the  personal  attack  made  on  him 
by  the  defendant.  The  case  was  accordingly  struck  out 
of  the  list. 

Traffic  in  Opium.— At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court, 
London  on  June  4,  Ng.  Yong,  a  Chinaman,  Adelaide  Road, 
Chalk  iarm,  attended,  before  the  Lord  Mayor,  to  answer 
four  summonses,  at  the  instance  of  the  Customs,  charging 
him  with  unlawfully  exporting  opium  to  Shanghai,  con- 
trary to  Proclamation.  Mr.  Osborne  appeared  for  the 
defendant,  who  pleaded  guilty.  Mr.  Robertson,  on  behalf 
ot  the  Customs,  said  that  the  defendant,  a  commission 
agent,  carried  on  business  at  Limehouse  Causeway.  On 
four,  specific  dates,  it  was  alleged,  he  had  exported  to 
bbanghai  parcels  of  opium  of  200  lb.  weight  each.  These 
transactions  were  carried  out  through  a  Glasgow  firm. 
Three  of  the  parcels  of  opium  were  successfully  exported 
to  Shanghai,  but  the  fourth  parcel  was  stopped.  This 
resulted  in  a  prosecution  and  conviction  of  the  person  re- 
sponsible at  Glasgow.  Defendant,  said  Mr.  Robertson, 
appeared  to  have  been  doing  a  very  extensive  business,  his 
turnover  in  respect  of  the  legitimate  sale  of  opium  being 
1,400?.  a  year.  Mr.  Osborne,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant, 
said  that  he  had  been  seventeen  years  in  business  in 
London.  He  was  not  aware  of  the  Proclamation,  and  had 
acted  in  ignorance  of  the  law.  He  was  merely  an  agent 
in  respect  of  the  sale  of  the  opium,  receiving  2s.  a  lb.  com- 
mission. The  Lord  Mayor  remarked  that  this  was  a  serious 
offence.  No  doubt  the  defendant  had  been  engaged  in 
opium  traffic  for  some  time  past.  He  fined  him  50?.  on 
each  of  the  four  summonses— 200?.  in  all— in  default  seventy- 
six  days'  imprisonment.    The  money  was  paid. 


Inaccurate  Dispensing.— Before  Mr.  Biron  at  Lam- 
beth Police  Court,  London,  on  June  6,  Mr.  Frederick 
Ellis,  dispensing  chemist,  trading  as  Charles  Gadd,  1  Har- 
leyford  Road,  Vauxhall,  was  summoned  for  having  at  a 
branch  shop  at  164  Wyndham  Road,  Camberwell,  sold  a- 
compounded  drug  composed  of  bicarbonate  of  potash,, 
iodide  of  potash,  salicylate  of  soda,  and  water  which  was 
not  composed  of  ingredients  in  accordance  with  the  demand 
of  the  purchaser.  In  his  certificate  Dr.  F.  L.  Teed,  public 
analyst,  said  the  bicarbonate  of  potash  was  deficient  to  the 
extent  of  27  per  cent.,  the  iodide  of  potash  was  present 
to  the  extent  of  75  per  cent,  in  excess,  and  the  salicylate 
of  soda  was  present  to  the  extent  of  85  per  cent,  in  excess. 
Mr.  C.  W.  Tagg,  Town  Clerk  of  Camberwell,  who  sup- 
ported the  summons  on  behalf  of  the  Borough  Council,, 
said  the  medical  officer  of  health  wrote  a  prescription,  and 
handed  it  to  Inspector  Collins,  who  took  it  to  the  defend- 
ant's shop  at  Wyndham  Road- to  be  made  up.  Mr.  Kirby 
(Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby),  appearing  for  the  defence, 
said  the  mixture  was  made  up  by  an  assistant.  He-  was 
afraid  there  had  been  considerable  carelessness  on  the  part 
of  the  dispenser.  That  it  was  nothing  worse  was  shown 
by  the  analyst's  certificate.  Two  ingredients — iodide  of 
potash  and  salicylate  of  soda — were  both  in  excess  of  the 
quantity  prescribed.  It  so  happened  that  those  were  the 
expensive  ingredients.  The  cheap  ingredient  was  the  bicar- 
bonate, which  was  deficient,  Mr.  Biron,  remarking  that 
this  was  an  important  matter,  imposed  a  fine  of  Zl.,  and 
21s.  oosts.

There  is  little  likelihood  of  lower 
prices  tor  a  long  time  after  peace  is  declared. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

A  Meeting  of  the  London  Section  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  on  June  4,  Mr.  A.  R:  Ling  in  the 
chair.    A  formal  announcement  was  made  of  the  election  of 
the  Committee  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  12,  p.  44,  and  May  19,  p.  37), 
and  the  Chairman  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  deaths 
of  Mr.   Francis  Sutton    and   Mr.   Peter  MacEwan.  Mr. 
Sutton  was  not  a  member  of  the  Society,  but  his  son  Mr. 
F.  Napier  Sutton  was  well  known  to  the  Section  on  account 
of  the  able  manner  in  which  he  organised  the  old  dining 
club.    Mr.  MacEwan  had  been   a  constant  visitor  to  the 
meetings,  and  had  a  great  many  friends  in  chemical  in- 
dustry,   but  no  enemies.     The  Chairnan  also  announced 
that  there  is  to  be  an  extra  meeting  of  the  Section  on 
July  2.    The  evening  was  taken  up  with  a  paper  by  Mr. 
H.  M.  Ridge  on  The  Utilisation  of  the  Sulphur  contained 
in  Zinc  Ore.    This  turned  out  to  be  of  great  interest  on 
account  of  the  expert  information  which  the  lecturer  was 
able  to  give.    The  main  source  of  spelter  (zinc)  is  now 
zinc  blende  (zinc-sulphide  ore),  which  is  found  in  a  more  or 
less  crude  condition  in  various  parts  of  the  world.    It  was 
mentioned  that  of  the  world's  requirements  of  zinc  (224,000 
tons)  only  a  quarter  was  produced  within  the  Empire,  and 
thus  is  lost  to  us  a  source  of  cheap  sulphuric  acid,  which 
could  bo  made  from  the  recovered  sulphur.    The  method  of 
preparing  "concentrates"  at  Broken  Hill  was  referred  to, 
and  then  the  lecturer  dealt  with  the  method  of  extracting 
the  sulphur  from  the  n  ineral,  which  can  be  carried  out  (a) 
by  smelting  with  a  metal  such  as  iron  or  copper,  of  greater 
affinity  for  sulphur;'  (6)  by  treatment  with  the  oxide  of  a 
strong  base;  and  (c)  by  heating  in  the  presence  of  oxygen. 
The  usual  method  of  separating  the  sulphur  from  blende 
is  to  roast  the  ore  with  a  sufficiency  of  air  to  form  zinc 
oxide  and  aulphur  dioxide.    Formerly  processes  were  in 
use  which  allowed    the  sulphur  to  escape  into  the  air  with 
devastating  effects  on  the  vegetation  of  the  neighbourhood. 
The  recovery  and  utilisation  of  the  sulphur  dioxide  were  a 
direct  remit  of  legislation  forbidding  the  emission  of  the 
deleterious  gases  from  zinc-blende  roasting  which  polluted 
the  atmosphere.    An  interesting  historical  account  was  then  £ 
given  of    the  various  furnaces    that  have  been  devised 
for  roasting  the  ore  and  at  the  same  time  recovering  the 
sulphur  dioxide.    The  objections  were  stated  to  the  different 
furnaces,    but    it    appeared    that    the    author's  mccha- 
nioal  furnace  po;sesses  many  advantages,  and  is  actually 
working  in  this  country  upon  Broken  Hill  concentrates. 
The  interesting  fact  was  mentioned  that  the  lecturer  had  seen 
before  tho  war  a  Belgian  furnace  operating  with  Australian 
concentrate!  and  British  coal,  the  resulting  spelter  being 
shipped  to  England.    The  second  part  of  the  paper  dealt 
with  tho  uses  of  the  sulphur  dioxide  given  off  in  roasting. 
The  gas  is  utilised  for  making  sulphites,   liquid  sulphur 
dioxide,  and  sulphuric  acid,  the  last-mentioned  being  the 
main  employment.    As  ir.ost  zinc  ores  are  free  of  arsenic, 
the  sulphir  dioxide  is  particularly  useful  for  making  sul- 
phuric acid,  but  there  are  other  difficulties,  such  as  the 
presence  of  fluorine,  antimony,  mercury,  and  chlorine.  The 
sulphuric  acid  is  n.ade  by  the  contact  process  in  the  United 
States  from  zinc-blende  gases,  and  has  reached  an  enormous 
output — approaching  half  a  million  tons  in  1915.    The  lec- 
turer calculated  that  if  the  zinc  required  by  this  country 
were  prod  'ced  here  from  zinc  blende,  sufficient  sulphur  di- 
oxide would  be  obtained  to  make  400,000  tons  of  sulphuric 
acid,  and  the  acid  could  be  made  at  from  8s.  to  8s.  6^.  per 
ten  !    Tho  most  important  and  ;erious  factor  for  considera- 
tion here  is  the  shortage  of  zinc-smelting  capacity  and  all 
that  this  ircans  in  the  cutting-off  of  cheap  supplies  of  sul- 
phuric acid.    There  was  a  good  discussion,  in  which  the 
Chairman,  Dr.  E.  K.  Rideal,  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  and  others 
took  part.    The  other  papers  on  the  agenda  were  either 
taken  as  read  or  adjourned  to  the  next  meeting.

41  Jay  Mack"  on  the  Title  "Chemist" 

is  as  vigorous  as  usual, 
but  for  once  he  is  not  convincing.  May  I  go  a  little  fur- 
ther, and  say  that  his  "  we  "  is  a  little  presumptuous? 
For  whom  does  he  speak  ?  Certainly  not  for  the  bulk  of 
the  trade,  when  he  says  that  "  we  want  nothing  to  do 
with  '  chemist  '  and  detest  the  word  'pharmacist.'  "  He 
knows,  or  ought  to  know,  that  "  drug"  and  "  chemical  " 
have  quite  different  connotations,  and  that  historically 
the  title  "  Chemist  and  Druggist  "  marks  the  conjunction 
-of  two  schools  of  medicine  of  which  the  pharmacist  may 
say,  "  Both  them  I  serve,  and  of  their  train  im  I."  To. 
give  up  the  one  term  and  content  ourselves  with  the  other 
"would  be  self-mutilation,  if  not  suicide.  As  for  "  Phar- 
macist," first  suggested  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
many  years  ago,  every  day  that  passes  sees  it  growing 
in  favour,  both  with  the  craft  and  with  the  public,  and 
his  contempt  for  it  shows  in"  Jay  Mack  an  unsuspected 
insensitiveness  to  trade  opinion. 

The  Disallowance  of  Proprietaries 

in  Insurance  dispensing  is 
resented  in  certain  quarters  as  "(high-handed  tyranny/' 
which,  unless  it  refers  only  to  the  retrospective  appli- 
cation of  a  new  rule  (which  does  not  appear  to  be  the  case), 
seems  to  me  an  unreasonable  attitude  to  assume.  It  is 
difficult  to  see  how,  in  view  of  our  former  attitude 
towards  proprietaries,  especially  as  ingredients  in  medical 
prescriptions,  we  can  consistently  do  other  than  approve 
of  the  decision  of  Insurance  Committees  to  disallow 
them  all.  We  have  a  real  grievance  so  long  as  the  pro- 
hibition is  partial,  and  is  so  enforced  as  to  leave  any 
doubt  what  may  and  what  may  not  be  dispensed ;  and  we 
should  have  one  if  the  onus  of  choosing  a  substitute  were 
cast  upon  us ;  but  there  is  no  hardship  in  simply  declin- 
ing the  prescription  and  referring  the  patient  back  to  the 
prescriber.  We  are  indeed  thus  relieved  of  a  grievance 
■ — that  of  having  to  decide  doubtful  cases.  As  to  the 
general  question  of  the  use  of  proprietaries,  we  ought  to 
welcome  its  disallowance  as  another  step  towards  that 

Scientific  Prescribing-, 

the  want  of  which  we  pharmacists  have 
long  regarded  as  a  disgrace  to  the  profession  we  serve. 
This  is  not  to  say  that  many  proprietaries  are  not  ad- 
mirable remedies  for  the  diseases  for  which  they  are  in- 
tended, or  that  every  prescriber  ought  to  be  intimately 
acquainted  with  their  composition  before  prescribing 
them,  but  he  ought  to  have  the  same  opportunity  of 
studying  and  understanding  them,  in  their  composition 
as  well  as  their  effects,  as  he  has  in  the  case  of  any  other 
materia  medica.  Science  and  secrecy  are,  in  this  con- 
nection, contradictory  terms,  and  nobody  who  professes 
to  have  a  knowledge  of  medicine  ought  to  prescribe  a 
remedy  whose  composition  he  only  knows  vaguely. 

What  is  an  Essence  ? 

Mr.  Truman,  speaking  to  the  sub- 
i  scribers  to  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund,  said  there  is  no 
\  definition,  and  virtually  this  is  true,  for  the  so-called  de- 
finitions are  not  really  definitive.  In  pharmacy,  says  the 
"  Oxford  Dictionary,"  "  essence  is  chiefly  applied  to  alco- 
holic solutions  containing  the  volatile  elements  or  '  essen- 
tial oil  '  to  which  the  perfume,  flavour,  or  therapeutic 
virtues  of  the  substance  are  due  ";  and  the  quintessences 
of  Paracelsus  are  referred  to  as  having  possibly  suggested 
this  use  of  the  teTm.  Quintessence,  however,  did  not 
originate  with  Paracelsus,  nor  was  it  confined  to  such  pre- 
parations as  come  under  the  definition  given  ;  Ens  Veneris 
was  popularly  known  as  essence  of  Venus,  or  copper. 
Nor  were  essential  oils  originally  so  called ;  they  were 
known  as  chemical  oils,  and  the  first  use  of  essence  I  have 
found  in  official  books  is  in  the  phrase  "  Essentia  dicta  " 
applied  to  oil  of  lemons  in  1746,  Now,  oil  of  lemons  is 
not  (or  should  not  be)  an  alcoholic  solution.  I  believe  the 
first  acceptedly  official  appearance  of  essentia  in  our  own 


Pharmacopoeia  was  in  1385,  when  ess.  anisi  and  ess. 
menth.  pip.  were  introduced  alongside  of  the  much 
weaker  "  spirits."  Essence,  however,  was  a,  favourite 
term  with  proprietors  :  thus  we  have  Oxley's  Essence  of 
Ginger,  Whitehead's  Essence  of  Mustard,  Ward's  Essence 
for  Headache  (lin.  camph.  co.),  etc.  Similarly,  per- 
fumers seized  on  the  word,  and  it  became  a  synonym  for 
perfume.  "  Nor  let  the  imprison'd  essences  exhale,"  says 
Pope  in  "  The  Rape  'of  the  Lock,"  and  Tennyson,  in 
"  Maud,"  gave  new  life  to  what  was  becoming  an  obsole- 
scent use  :  "  His  essences  turn'd  the  live  air  sick,"  says 
the  disgusted  hero  of  the  poem,  speaking  of  his  rival. 

Starch, 

whether  from  wheat,  rye,  rice,  maize,  or  other  grain, 
is  now  forbidden  as  an  ingredient  in  toilet-powders  and 
for  laundry-work,  and  potato-starch  is  certain  to  become 
scarce  with  the  scarcity  of  potatoes.  This  was  announced 
some  six  weeks  ago  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and, 
it  is  interesting  to  note,  has  now  filtered  through  to  official 
headquarters.  The  purpose  of  this  note,  however,  is  to 
suggest  that,  as  a  substitute  for  the  various  starches, 
the  cultivation  of  Arum  maculatum  (the  source  of  the 
so-called  Portland  Sago)  for  commercial  purposes  might 
profitably  be  Tevived.  The  plant  will  grow  anywhere, 
in  places  unsuitable  for  other  agricultural  or  horticultural 
purposes,  and  a  peck  of  its  tubers  is  said  to  yield  about 
3  lb.  of  starch,  of  which  Gerard,  who  calls  the  plant 
starchwort,  says  :  "  The  most  pure  and  white  starch  is 
made  of  the  roots  of  Cuckow-pint ;  but  most  hurtf  ull  to 
the  hands  of  the  Laundresse  that  hath  the  handling  of  it, 
for  it  choppeth,  blistereth,  and  maketh  the  hands  rough 
and  rugged,  and  withall  smarting."  This  acridity,  how- 
ever, is  largely  lost  in  the  dry  powder,  and  could  probably 
be  entirely  got  rid  of.  Arum  starch  is  said,  indeed,  to 
have  been  an  ingredient  of  the  famous  Cypress  powder, 
and  Phillips  says  the  French  make  an  excellent  cosmetic 
wash  from  it.  Formerly  the  tuber  was  frequently  used 
for  food  in  times  of  scarcity,  though  care  had  to  be  taken 
in  its  preparation,  and  it  was  largely  employed  in  medi- 
cine, both  externally  and  internally.  There  are  other 
arums  and  allied  plants  that  yield  large  quantities  of 
starch. 

That  the  Use  of  Maize 

in  diluted  flour  is  objected  to  by 
many  people,  including  medical  men,  who  lay  to  its  charge 
many  new  cases  of  dyspepsia,  I  can  understand,  especially 
if  ground  whole  maize  is  employed.  The  amount  of 
cellulose  in  whole  maize  is  very  considerable,  and  its  use 
in  large  quantity  is  certain  to  cause  very  unpleasant 
symptoms,  as  I  myself  have  experienced.  But  what  I 
do  not  understand  is  the  great  popularity  of  maize  as  an 
article  of  diet  amongst  Americans,  if  it  is  true  that  it  is 
so  indigestible.  I  take  it  that  the  popular  American 
dishes,  corn  mush  and  the  like,  are  really  prepared  from 
the  substance  that  has  been  familiar  to  us  in  this  country 
for  at  least  fifty  years  under  the  name  cornflour  or  as 
one  of  a  score  of  proprietary  articles,  and  to  Americans 
as  corn-starch.  The  basis  of  blancmange  is  essentially 
maize-starc.h,  though  probably  very  few  of  us  ever 
trouble  to  think  anything  about  it.  As  to  the  liability 
of  the  oil  to  become  rancid,  this  may  be  true,  but  there 
is  no  more  oil  in  maize  than  in  wheat  and  barley,  and 
only  a  fifth  of  what  is  found  in  oats,  and  I  am  not  at 
all  sure  whether  the  popular  view  that  maize  soon  becomes 
rancid  is  founded  on  strictly  scientific  grounds.  Oatmeal 
ought  to  be  still  more  liable  to  turn  rancid,  and  we  know, 
in  fact,  that  oatmeal,  if  not  very  carefully  stored, 
acquires  an  "  old  "  taste,  which  may  be  due  to  the  oxida- 
tion of  the  oil.

Editorial  Articles. 


America  and  the  War. 

The  effect  of  the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  the  war 
has  of  late  begun  to  be  felt  in  the  prices  of  many  of  the 
chemicals  and  drugs  which  were  obtainable  from  that 
source.  For  quite  two  years  we  had  been  largely  depen- 
dent upon  the  United  States  for  certain,  industrial  and 
synthetic  chemicals  and  medicinal  products,  but  for  several 
weeks  past  there  has  been  a  marked  falling-off  in  imports, 
due  partly  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  markets,  the  possibility 
of  Government  intervention,  and  the  conservation  of  home 
supplies  for  army  and  navy  use.  Consequently  there  has 
been  a  steadily  advancing  market  for  products  like  formal-, 
dehyde,  hexamine,  salicylates  (both  acid  and  soda),  lithia 
and  salts,  Epsom  salt,  magnesias,  saccharin,  vanillin,  choral 
hydrate,  acetic  acid,  pyrogallic  acid,  and  many  others. 
With  the  prolongation  of  the  war  and  a  probable  revival  in 
the  general  demand  later,  it  is  felt  that,  apart  from  slight 
fluctuations  either  way,  the  prospects  of  tangibly  lower 
prices  are  doubtful.  As  it  is,  many  of  the  prices  for  fine 
chemicals  in  the  United  States  are  quite  nominal,  and 
much  uncertainty  exists  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Government  has  not  yet  decided  its  course  of  action  in 
regard  to  the  collection  of  revenue  on  chemicals  and  drugs 
generally.  One  of  the  most  serious  proposals  which  Con- 
gress is  considering  is  a  special  increase  of  10  per  cent, 
in  tariff  rates,  and  immediately  this  became  known  im- 
porters of  goods  advanced  their  prices  to  that  extent. 
It  would  have  been  thought  that  immediately  America 
declared  war  there  would  be  another  "wave  of  specula- 
tion in  chemicals  and  drug6,  similar  to  what 
occurred  in  all  commercial  centres  at  the  outbreak  of 
war;  but  in  all  fairness  it  must  be  said  that  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation  was  quickly  realised,  and  the 
desire  has  been  to  help  the  Government,  who  immediately 
mobilised  the  large  manufacturers  of  medicinal  supplies 
for  the  nation's  defence.  The  "  Oil,  Paint,  and  Drug 
Reporter "  states  in  detail  how  the  problem  is  being 
tackled,  because  enormous  quantities  of  chemicals"  and 
drugs,  costing  many  millions  of  dollars,  are  required  for 
medical  and  surgical  use.  As  the  result  of  a  meeting  of 
about  250  firms  called  together  by  the  Council  of  National 
Defence,  various  Executive  Committees  have  been  formed 
to  advise  the  Government  in  regard  to  obtaining  sup- 
plies of  all  kinds  of  medicines  and  chemicals,  and  hearty 
co-operation  has  been  given,  the  keynote  of  the  meeting 
being  that  the  "  goods  were  to  be  supplied  at  such  cost 
to  the  Government  as  will  only  yield  a  minimum  profit 
to  the  maker."  The  United  States  has  of  course  our 
experience  to  go  upon  in  this  respect,  and  the  legislative 
machinery  which  has  been  set  in  motion  will,  it  is  anti- 
cipated, do  away  largely  with  "'excess  profits,"  which  are 
so  freely  anathematised  in  this  country. 
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The  Glucose  Position. 

Several  subscribers  have  asked  us  this  week  whether  the 
Food  Controller  has  issued  an  order  limiting  the  uses  to 
which  glucose  may  be  put,  as  purchasers  have  been  told 
by  manufacturers  of  glucose  that  the  article  can  only  be 
supplied  upon  conditions.  It  was  mentioned  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  May  26,  p.  48,  that  glucose  is  only  allowed  to  be 
sold  for  the  manufacture  of  jams  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  but  since  then  the  list  of  permitted  uses 
has  been  extended  as  follows  : 

(1)  Jam  preserving  (wholesale  and  retail). 

(2)  Medicinal  purposes. 

(3)  Caramels  and  sweet  manufacture. 

(4)  Mineral  waters. 

(5)  Grocers — for  mixture  with  syrup  or  jam. 

(6)  Bakers  and  pastrycooks. 

The  glucose  sold  by  manufacturers  is  not  allowed  to  be 
employed  in  brewing.  The  restrictions  referred  to  include 
both  liquid  and  solid  glucose.  In  regard  to  the  ques- 
tion of  an  order  restricting  the  uses  of,  glucose  the  reply 
to  our  inquiries!  is  that  no  order  has  been  issued  by  the 
Food  Controller,  but  that  the  supply  of  glucose  is  being 
regulated  very  much  in  the  same  way  that  glycerin  was 
controlled.  Glucose  is  made  from  maize  starch  and  sul- 
phuric acid,  and  the  Maize,  Barley,  and  Oats  (Restriction) 
Order  regulates  the  uses  to  which  maize  may  be  put.  It  can 
only  be  employed  for  use  in  human  food  unless  with  the 
consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The  Government  also 
controls  the  supply  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  in  allowing  the 
manufacturers  of  glucose  to  obtain  maize  and  sulphuric 
acid  can.  impose  any  restriction  considered  desirable  in  the 
national  interests.  This  is  how  the  conditions  as  to  the 
uses  of  glucose  can  be  enforced.  It  should  be  added  that 
the  ^lumber  of  manufacturers  of  glucose  in  this  country 
is  small,  and  that  the  control  of  the  position  is  even  less 
difficult  than  it  was  in  the  case  of  glycerin.  We  may 
here  recall  that  in  our  issue  of  March  24,  p.  42,  referring 
to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  sugar,  we  mentioned  that  the 
legal  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  Merchandise  Marks  Acts,  etc.,  stood  in 
the  way  of  any  modification  by  chemists  of  the  formulae  of 
official  pharmaceutical  preparations  in  which  sugar  is  em- 
ployed. We  made  a  suggestion  that  glucose  might  be 
used  in  some  of  these  preparations  if  regulations  were 
made  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act'  protecting 
pharmacists  from  the  legal  consequences  to  which  they 
would  be  subjected  if  official  formulae  were  modified.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  our  suggestion  has  been  taken 
into  consideration,  and  that  the  General  Medical  Council 
has  been  consulted  in  the  matter.  As  mentioned  last  week 
(p.  34),  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  the  General  Medi- 
cal Council  has  been  entrusted*  with  power  to  take  any 
steps  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  modi- 
fying formulae  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  which  contain  sugar 
or  glycerin.  The  charge  of  slowness  in  taking  action  must, 
however,  be  made  against  the  officials  concerned,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  further  delay  will  be  avoided.  At  pre- 
sent there  is  a  brisk  demand  from  the  public  for  glucose 
for  jam-making,  for  which  purpose  supplies  are  obtainable 
from  the  makers.  Chemists  should  see  that  this  business 
is  not  allowed  to  drift  entirely  into  the  grocers'  hands, 
especially  as  the  handling  of  the  convenient-sized  packages 
in  which  liquid  glucose  is  supplied  is  so  easy.  The 
numerous  inquiries  which  we  have  received  regarding  the 
use  of  glucose  in  jam-making  show  that  many  chemists 
are  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  business  in  the  article.  The 
hint  that  there  is  a  rising  market  in  glucose  should  not 
be  lost  to  those  whose  stock  is  running  short. 


New  Use  for  Sodium  Sulphocarbonate. 

Professor  Maxwell  Lefroy,  of  the  Imperial  College 
of  Science  and  Technology,  whose  vigorous  campaign 
against  the  fly  nuisance  has  drawn  attention  to  the  best 
methods  of  attacking  the  problem,  is  recommending 
sodium  sulphocarbonate  for  disinfecting  manure-heaps. 
This_  salt  is  obtainable  in  the  form  of  a  40-per-cent! 
solution.  For  use  it  is  diluted  one  part  in  forty  of 
water,  and  in  this  strength  distributed  over  manure- 
heaps  by  means  of  a  watering-can.    In  the  presence  of 


weak  acids,  which  ape  found  in  the  soil  or  in  manure, 
sodiurfl  sulphocarbonate  readily  decomposes  into 
carbon  bisulphide  and  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  which  act 
as  deadly  poisons  to  maggots  and  most  insects,  but  do 
not  diminish  the  value  of  the  manure.  The  sulpho- 
carbonates  are  not  familiar  to  some  of  our  corre- 
spondents who  desire  to  carry  out  Professor  Lefroy's 
suggestions.  The  sulphocarbonates,  or  thiocarbonates, 
are  compounds  analogous  to  the  carbonates,  and  carbon 
bisulphide  is  sometimes  called  sulphocarbonic  or  thio- 
carbonie  anhydride.  Berzelius  di&covered  that  if  carbon 
bisulphide  is  brought  into  contact  with  a  solution  of  the 
sulphide  of  an  alkali-metal,  a  sulphocarbonate  is  formed — 
thus  : 

CS2+Na2S  =  Na2CS;, 

— and  he  pointed  out  the  analogy  which  this  reaction 
shows  to  the  carbonates  (COa  +  Na20  =  Na2C0s1.  It  shou'cl 
be  added,  however,  that  as  a  by-product  in  the  distilla- 
tion of  coal-tar  the  sulphocarbonates  of  corn|rnercial 
quality  are  comparatively  inexpensive.  Thiocarbonic 
or  sulphocarbonic  acid  can  be  made  from  sodium 
thiocarbonate  by  the  addition  of  cold  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  is  a  yellow  oil  of  disagreeable 
penetrating  odour.  Potassium  sulphocarbonate  was 
recommended  some  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  destroy- 
ing the  phylloxera  insect  which  infests  vines,  so  that 
Professor  Lefroy's  suggestion  is  an  interesting  revival 
of  the  older  use  of  sulphocarbonate,  whilst  it  has  the 
advantage  of  being  remarkably  efficient  for  the  new  uses 
to  which  it  is  to  be  put. 

Growing  Medicinal  Plants. 

The  "  Lancet"  (I.,  1917,  p.  849)  contains  a  paper  by  "  a 
drug-grower "  on  the  cultivation  of  medicinal  pla.nts. 
The  following  are  useful  points  noted  in  the  article  : 

Aconite. — Its  cultivation  has  probably  never  paid  in  Eng- 
land, and  at  the  present  time  it  is  possible  to  secure  an 
ample  supply  at  prices  not  greatly  in  excess  of  the  pre-war 
figure,  large  quantities  having  been  imported  from  Spain. 

Dandelion  (Taraxacum)  cannot  possibly  pay  to  cultivate, 
nor  is  it  necessary  to  do  so,  as  it  is  so  common  a  weed.  The 
grubbing  of  the  root  is  a  toilsome  and  dirty  occupation, 
unsuited  for  the  usual  amateur  herb-collector.  While  the 
greater  part  of  the  supply  of  dandelion-root  is  used  for  non- 
official  purposes,  there  has  been  ample  available  for  the 
preparation  of  the  official  extract  and  juice.  Last  autumn 
one  firm  alone  received  from  the  collectors  5  to  10  tons  a 
week. 

.  Couch  Grass  (Agropyrum)  is  present  in  quantities  in  most 
arable  fields,  and  large  quantities  are  readily  available  if 
required.    The  amount  used  in  medicine  is  trivial. 

Male  Fern  (Tttix-Mas). — With  this  a  curious  difficulty  has 
arisen.  Manufacturers  using  English  root  have  found  them- 
selves unable  to  produce  an  extract  containing  the  proper 
proportion  of  filicin ;  the  B.P.  requires  not  less  than  20  per 
cent.  Possibly  the  English  root  does  not  contain  as  much 
of  this  principle  as  the  Continental  owing  to  climatic  condi- 
tions, or  the  root  may  have  been  gathered  at  the  wronsr 
season  of  the  year.  At  a  recent  drug-sale  more  than  twenty 
bales  of  this  root  were  offered,  but  found  no  bidder. 

Chamomile  and  Valerian. — Before  the  war  the  supplies 
came  mainly  from  Belgium,  and  these  will  presumably  be 
again  available  later.  In  the  meantime,  recourse  has  been 
taken  to  the  Japanese  product  from  a  different  species, 
stronger  than  the  European  variety,  and  to  an  Indian  species 
which  is  also  official. 

It  is  suggested  that  from  a  business  point  of  view  a 
safer  outlet  for  the  energies  of  the  amateur  drug-producer 
is  in  the  collection  of  wild  plants,  remembering  that  for 
the  most  part  these  are  used  by  herbalists.  The  risks 
which  amateur  drug-growers  run  are  mentioned,  the  writer 
being  far  from  optimistic  regarding  the  prospects  of 
success  for  the  small  grower. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  South-Eastern  Union  of 
Scientific  Societies  is  taking  place  in  London  this  week. 

A  Mysterious  Paragraph  in  "  Reynolds's  Newspaper  "  on 
June  3  referred  to  a  "  leading  West-end  chemist  "  who, 
it  was  asserted,  has  been  supplying  "  drugged  sweets." 

A  Mixture  of  steam  and  ether  is  employed  as  an  anaes- 
thetic agent  by  Dr.  Beresford  Kingsford  at  the  Universitv 
College  Hospital  and  Military  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  The 
temperature  of  the  ether  when  inhaled  is  between  85°  and 
95°  F. 
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Council-meeting . 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  .was  held  on  June  6 
at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  The  members 
present  were  Mr.  E.  White  (in  the  chair),  Mr.  E.  T. 
Neathercoat  (in  the  vice-chair),  and  Messrs.  F.  E.  Bilson, 
A.  S.  Campkin,  J.  H.  Cuff,  W.  L.  Currie,  J.  W.  Deakin, 
E.  J.  Gibson,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  T.  Guthrie, 
A.  Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington,  F.  G.  Hines,  A.  H.  Jenkin, 
J.  Keall,  L  M.  Parry,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  F.  P.  Sargeant, 
H.  Skinner,  and  J.  R.  Young. 

Election  op  Officers. 

The  first  important  business  was  the  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  and  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Votine-papers  for  the  President  had  been  distributed 
to  the  members,  and  wore  collected  by  Mr.  Woolcock 
(Secretary  and  Registrar)  in  the  familiar  mahogany  ballot- 
box,  each  member  tapping  the  top  of  it  as  he  dropped  in 
his  paper.  Mr.  Woolcock  then  called  out  the  names  re- 
corded. There  wore  twenty-one  papers.  Of  these  fifteen 
contained  the  name  of  Mr.  E.  White,  one  recorded  a  vote 
for  Mr.  Hines,  and  five  were  blank. 

Mr.  White,  declaring  himself  elected  President,  thanked 
the  Council  for  the  renewal  of  their  confidence,  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  they  would  work  together  in  the 
coming  year  as  they  had  done  during  the  four  years  he 
had  occupied  tho  position  of  President.  It  was  a  matter 
of  great  regret  to  him  personally,  he  said,  that  he  should 
be  holding  tho  office  during  these  troublous  times,  and  he 
hoped  that  peace  would  eventuate  early  in  his  term  of  office. 

The  Secretary  then  invested  the  President  with  the 
chain  of  office,  amid  the  applause  of  the  Council. 

For  the  election  of  Vice-President  exactly  the  same  pro- 
cedure was  followed  as  in  the  case  of  ,  that  of  the  Presi- 
dent. Again  twenty-one  papers  were  returned,  fourteen 
recording  the  name  of  Mr.  Neathercoat  (the  former  Vice- 
President),  two  containing  that  of  Mr.  Campkin,  one  that 
of  Mr.  Hines,  and  three  of  them  being  blank.  Mr. 
Neathercoat  was  accordingly  elected  to  the  vice-chair. 

The  President  assured  Mr.  Neathercoat  that  he  would 
1>e  glad  to  have  his  help  and  support  in  the  coming  year 
as  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Neathercoat,  in  acknowledging  his  re-election,  re- 
marked that  he  regarded  it  as  a  great  compliment  that 
the  Council  should  have  elected  so  young  a  man  as  himself 
for  the  position  for  the  fourth  time  in  succession.  He 
had  endeavoured  to  carry  out  tho  duties  of  the  office  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  and.  if  there  were  occasions  when  it 
appeared  he  had  failed,  it  had  not  been  from  lack  of 
good  will  or  intention  to  do  the  right  thing. 

For  the  post  of  Treasurer  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  had  nineteen 
votes  in  his  favour.  One  paper  recorded  the  name  cf  Mr. 
Hines  and  one  was  blank. 

Mr.  W.  H.   GiBiON  thanked  the  Committee  for  having 
elected  him  to  the  position  for  the  eiahth  time  in  succes- 
sion, and  remarked  that  this  honour  indicated  that  in  the 
"past  ho  had  succeeded  in  giving  some  satisfaction  to  mem- 
■  bers  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Society. 

Welcome  to  New  Members. 

The  President  then  said  it  was  his  pleasant  duty  to 
extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  Messrs.  Hines  and  Jenkin,  who 
attended  the  meeting  for  the  first  time  as  members  of  the 
Council.  He  assured  them  that,  the  members  would  meet 
them  more  than  1  half-way  in  their  efforts  to  render  assist- 
ance. 

Mr.  Hines  briefly  acknowledged  the  kindly  reception 
accorded  him. 

Mr.  Jenkin  said  that  he  joined  the  Council  somewhat  as 
an  idealist.  He  desired  to  keep  in  mind  all  the  time  that 
this  was  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and 
that  the  Society's  objects  are  larger  and  more  important 
than  those  of  any  other  similar  Society  within  the  Empire. 
He  would  endeavour  to  do  his  dutv  to  the  Council,  and  in 
doing  so  to  receive  as  much  as,  and  more  than,  he  was  able 
to  give. 

Retirement  of  Mr.  John  Harrison. 

The  Presidfnt  said  he  was  but  expressing  the  feelings 
of  the  Council  when  he  suggested  that  they  should  record 
in  some  formal  way  their  appreciation  of  the  services  Mr. 
John  Harrison  had  rendered  pharmacy  during  the  twenty- 
eight  years  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Council.  He 
therefore  moved — ■ 

"  Thot  on  tho  retirement  of  Mr.  John  Harrison,  of  Sunderland, 
after  twenty-eight  years   of  faithful  service  on.  the  Council  of 


tho  Society,  during  which  ho  filled  with  conspicuous  ability  the 
office  of  Viee-Presidcut  for  three  years,  the  Council  desires  to 
record  its  high  6cnse  of  the  work  for  the  Society  and  for  phar- 
macy which  Mr.  Harrison  has  given  for  tho  benefit  of  his 
fellow-craftsmen.  His  former  colleagues  desire  to  express  the 
wish  that  lie  may  long  be  spared  to  enjoy  his  retirement,  and 
that  he  will  accept  the  assurance  of  their  grateful  recollection 
and  affectionate  regard." 

The.  Vice-President  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Parry's  Return. 

Tho  President  welcomed  Mr.  L.  M.  Parry  back  to  the 
Council  after  an  absence  of  over  three  months  owing  to 
serious  illness.  It  was  the  sincere  hope  of  them  all  that  he 
returned  to  the  Council  in  improved  health,  and,  if  po-sible, 
in  a  better  mind.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Pabry  thanked  the  President  and  Councillors  for  their 
weicome.  Most  of  them  had  written  him  during  his  serious 
illness,  and  their  letters  would  help  him  to  be  more  appre- 
ciative of  the  kindly  feelings  they  had  towards  him,  and  of 
the  value  of  their  triendship,  than  he  had  ever  been  before. 
King's  Birthday  Honours  List. 

Tho  President  here  mentioned  that  in  the  King's  Birth- 
day Honours  List  occurred  the  names  of  two  gentlemen 
connected  with  pharmacy — Colonel  Harrison,  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  Professor  Crossley, 
formerly  Lecturer  on  Chemistry  in  the  Society's  school. 
These  gentlemen  had  been  honoured  by  the  King  in  having 
the  dignity  of  C.M.G.  conferred  upon  them  in  recognition 
ot  the  valuable  services  they  have  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  war. 

Deaths. 

The  President  next  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Peter 
MacEwan,  Editor  cf  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  which 
took  nlace  on  the  morning  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  at  which  they  were  all  more  than  saddened  on 
hearing  of  its  announcement.  It  was  unnecessary  for  him 
to  add  anything  more  to  what  had  been  said  further  than 
to  express  how  much  they  regretted  Mr.  MacEwan's  de 
cease  and  how  much  pharmacy  had  lost  by  it.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Throughout  the  country  and  beyond  he  was  acknow 
ledged  by  ~all  as  a  man  of  outstanding  and  distinguished 
ability,  and  tho  statement  could  be  made,  without  any  fear 
of  exaggeration,  that  he  was  one  of  their  most  distinguished 
members,  whose  loss  the  Society  and  all  it  represented  felt 
very  seriously.  The  other  event  to  which  he  desired  to 
refer  was  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Sanderson,  one  of  the 
best-known  Scottish  members,  at  the  age  of  sixty.  He  was 
a  Divisional  Secretary,  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  and  ho  was  also  Association  Secretary  for  the 
county  of  Peebles. 

Questions  and  Answers. 

The  President  then  read  the  following  question  which  had 
been  put  by  Mr.  Rowsell : 

"  It  is  stated  that  Sir  E.  Cornwall  is  considering  the  advisability 
of  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Medical  Men  to  aet  in  an 
advisory  capacity  to  the  National  Health  Insurance  Commissioners. 
What  steps  have  been,  or  are  being,  taken  to  bring  about  a  similar 
Committee  of  Pharmacists?  " 
The  answer  was — > 

"  No  steps  have  been  taken  in  the  direction  suggested.  There 
are  pharmacists  who  are  members  of  the  Joint  Advisory  Com- 
mittee and  one  medical  man,  but  whilst  {Tie  present  Committee  is 
undoubtedly  so  constituted  as  to  be  able  to  deal  efficiently  with 
the  cash  benefits  administered  by  Approved  Societies,  it  is  clearly 
not  so  competent  to  deal  with  the  Medical  and  Sanatorium  Benefits 
administered  by  Insurance  Committees.  It  may  be  well  to  suggest 
the  appointment  of  a  separate  Advisory  Committee  for  dealing  with 
these  latter,  benefits  upon  which  Insurance  Committees,  medical  men, 
and  pharmacists  should  receive  appropriate  representation." 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  he  was  very  glad  to  receive  the  answer. 
It  was  thought  that  the  Advisory  Committee  which  had 
been  so  recently  set  up,  and  which  consisted  of  thirty 
members,  was  not  fully  representative  of  the  Insurance 
Committees  and  of  pharmacists  and  medical  men.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  Council  should  send  a  representation  that 
pharmacy  should  have  a  due  and  proper  representation  on 
the  Advisory  Committee. 

It  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Rowsoll's  suggestion  should  bo 
referred  to  the  Committee. 

The  President  also  mentioned  that  a  question  put  by 
Mr.  Rowsell  relative  to  the  supply  of  sugar  for  use  in 
pharmacy  would  be  reported  upon  at  the  close  of  the  pubho 
business,  when  the  information  required  would  be  given. 
Officers  Reappointed. 

On  the  proposition  of  the  President,  seconded  by  the 
Vice-President,  the  following  officers  were  reappointed 
for  the  ensuing  year:  Secretary  and  Registrar,  Mr.  W.  J. 
Uglow  Woolcock:  Assistant  Secretary.  Mr.  A.  J.  Chater; 
Deputy-Registrar,  Mr.  H.  Moon;  Parliamentary  Secretary, 
/ 
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Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones;  Editor,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmoar;  Curator, 
Mr.  E.   M.  Holmes ;    Resident    Secretary     in  Scotland, 
Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill. 
The  Standing  Orders  were  adopted. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
The  Council  then  elected,  nine  members  and  twelve  student 
associates,  and  134  persons  were  restored,  to  membership. 
Two  names  were  restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and 
Diuggists. 

The  Secretary  reported  on  the  registrations  of  appren- 
tice or  s'.udent,  but  did  not  state  the  number. 

Correspondence. 

The  University  of  London  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  revised 
scheme  for  school  examinations,  and  asked  the  Society 
to  extend  recognition  to  the  Senior  and  Junior  School 
.examinations  under  the  revised  scheme.  The  communica- 
tion is  to  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  Northumberland  Pharmaceutical  Committee  urged 
the  formation  by  the  Society  of  local  centres  for  the  study 
by  pharmacists  of  bacteriology  on  the  lines  of  the  lectures 
delivered  in  London.  The  House  Committee  is  to  deal 
v.ith  this. 

The  Derbyshire  Pharmaceutical  Committee  made  sugges- 
tions regarding  the  Society's  organisation.  This  and  a 
letter  from  the  Plymouth  Pharmacists'  Association  are  to  bo 
dealt  with  by  the  Sub-Committee  on  Organisation. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  received  permis- 
sion to  hold  its  annual  meeting  in  the  lecture-theatre  of 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  on  July  11.  Delegates 
were  also  appointed  as  follows :  Messrs.  Jenkin,  Harring- 
ton, Skinner,  Cuff,  Rowsell,  Sergeant,  Gifford,  Parry,  and 
Keall\  and  the  Secretary 

The  Privy  Council  thanked  the  Society  for  action  taken 
in  a  legal  case. 

Finance  Committee. 

The  Secretary  read  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
acting  Finance  Committee  held,  on  the  previous  day.  The 
receipts  of  the  General  Fund  since  the  last  meeting  were 
1,123?.  7s.,  made  up  as  follows :  Penalties  and  costs, 
118/.  4s.  2d.  ;  "  Journal,"  98?.  15s.  Id. ;  rent  and  ground- 
rent,  146?.  5s.  ;  subscriptions,  400?. ;  registration-fees, 
79?.  16s. ;  restoration-fees,  21.  2s. ;  certificates  of  qualification, 
10?. ;  lecture-fees,  126?. ;  "  Chemists'  Annual,"  73?.  14s.  2d.  ; 
sehool-fees,  8?.  8s. :  and  sale  of  paper,  60?.  Is.  Id.  After 
deducting  the  payments  ordered,  at  last  meeting,  there  re- 
mained a  balance  of  856?.  15s.  Id.  Items  amounting  to 
1.679?.  10s.  Sd.  were  recommended  for  payment.  The  balances 
on  the  Benevolent  Fund  were :  Current  account, 
1.027?.  17s.  lOtZ.  :  .donation  account,  460?.  5s.  lid.;  Orphan 
Fund,  106?.  3s.  3c?. 

The  Treasurer,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
referred  to  the  money  received  as  fees  in  respect  to  the 
bacteriological  lectures.  So  far  as  the  Benevolent  Fund 
was  concerned,  the  donation  account  included  an  item  of 
100?.,  a  legacy  from  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Umney ;  400?.  of 
the  sum  in  hand  has  been  placed  on  deposit  in  the  London 
County  and  Westminster  Bank.  \  _ 

The  President  explained  that  the  last  item  of  receipts  in 
the  General  Fund  (sale  of  paper)  had  relation  to  the  figure 
for  the  "  Annual "  to  which  he  referred  at  the  annual 
meeting  when  he  said  that  on  certain  outlays  they  would 
be  able  to  effect  a  bigger  economy. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  acting  Benevolent  Fund  Committee, 
which  met  on  the  previous  day,  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 
This  recommended  grants  to  seven  applicants  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  100?.  Acknowledgment  was  made  of 
■various  donations  from  local  Associations. 

Mr;  Hines  inquired  whether,  arising  from  the  war,  there 
had  been  any  special  claims  on  the  Orphan  Fund. 

Mr.  Bilson  replied  that  a  communication  had  been  sent 
to  every  Association,  stating  that  the  Council  is  prepared 
to  deal  with  any  case  that  may  arise,  but  so  far  no  special 
claim  has  been  brought  forward. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Library  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  acting  Library,  Museum,  School,  and 
House  Committee  was  next  read.  It  was  mentioned  that 
Mr.  R.  W.  Bowles,  a  former  demonstrator  in  the  school, 
has  been  discharged  from  the  Army,  and  it  has  been 
arranged  that  he  shall  resume  his  work  in  the  laboratory. 
An  account  for  34?.  14s.  for  fitting  up  the  biological  labora- 
tory was  approved,  and  passed  to  the  Finance  Committee. 
A  letter  had  been  received  from  the  Board  of  Education 
with  regard  to  secondary  schools  and  the  examination  of 
scholars  attending  them  who  desired  to  study  in  pharmacy. 


It  was  decided  to  communicate  with  other  Societies  similar 
f(V  their?  own,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  co-operation  for  a. 
joint  and  effective  scheme  of  examinations. 

The  President,  referring  to  this  proposal,  said  it  is  rather 
a  good  one,  because  it  offers  the  prospect  of  a  standardisa- 
tion of  Dreliminary  examinations  under  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  would  lead  to  a  simplification  of  the  prepara- 
tory examination  in  connection  with  their  own  and  similar 
professional  Societies.  The  attendance  at  the  lectures  has 
been  well  maintained. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  was  then  taken.  The  only  feature  of  importance 
related  to  the  Venereal  Disease  Bill.  The  Parliamentary 
Secretary  reported  that  as  a,  result  of  the  steps  taken  by 
him  on  the  instructions  of  the  Committee,  the  clause  in  the 
Bill,  as  it  left  the  House  of  Lords,  which  would  have  made 
it  illegal  "  to  sell  as  a  remedy  for  these  diseases,"  except, 
uuder  circumstances  almost  impossible  to  define,  had. 
been  abandoned,  and  its  place  taken  by  a  clause  preventing 
the  holding-out  or  recommending  in  writing  or  print  of  any 
medicine  for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  these  diseases. 
Between  the  Committee  and  the  Report  stage  the  Minister 
in  charge  of  the  Bill  was  interviewed,  and  he  agreed  him- 
self to  move  an  amendment  postponing  the  operation  of 
this  particular  clause  until  November  1,  1917,  On  the  third 
leading  stage  opportunity  of  fully  explaining  the  attitude 
of  pharmacists  in  regard  to  the  Bill  was  taken,  and 
is  now  on  record  in  the  official  debates.  Pharmacists 
would  be  able  to  say  whether  the  labels  or  literature  used 
iri  connection  with  these  diseases  are  legal  or  not  by  asking 
themselves  whether  these  labejs  or  literature  would  have 
rendered  the  articles  liable  to  stamp-duty,  assuming  that 
the  exemptions  as  to  well-known  and  aoproved  remedies 
and  entire  drugs  did  not  exist.  If  the  use  of  the  labels  off 
literature  would  render  the  articles  liable  to  stamp-du^ 
it  would  be  illegal  in  future  to  use  them  at  all  in  con- 
nection with  these  diseases.  The  sending  of  the  Bill  te 
Grand'  Committee  enabled  pharmacists  to  concentrate  upon 
the  comparatively  few  members  who  were  dealing  with  the 
Bill,  and  the  speeches  made  in  Grand  Committee  show 
that  the  members  are  fully  informed  of  the  pharmaceutical 
point  of  view.  The  objections  taken  by  the  Government  to 
the  amendment,  which  would  have  prevented  doctors  from 
dispensing  for  these  ailments,  were  two: 

1.  That  the  Bill  dealing-  with  these  specific  diseases  is  not  the 
appropriate  place  for  settling  by  law  the  relationship  between 
doctor  and  pharmacist. 

2.  That  the  nature  of  the  particular  diseases  rendered  thera 
unsuitable  for  selection  from  other  diseases  for  applying  the  rule 
that  the  patient's  condition  siust  be  revealed  to  two  persons — 
namely,  doctor  and  dispenser. 

It  was  not  because  the  Committee  were  not  well  versed, 
in  the  Society's  case,  but  it  was  in  consequence  of  their 
acceptance  of  the  foregoing  reasons  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment that  this  particular  amendment  moved  by  the  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  was  not  carried.  Mr.  G'yn-Jones  inti- 
mated that  many  of  the  members  stated  that  they  would 
certainly  support  the  principles  that  pharmacists  were  con- 
tending for  when  the  question  arose,  as  they  thought  it 
must  once  a  Ministry  of  Health  was  established. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  a  point  raised  by  Mr.  Skinner  relative  to  the  Society's 
financial  policy  had  been  considered,  but  no  action  was 
taken.  • 

Local  Associations   Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  Committee,  which  formed  part  of  the 
above  report,  stated  that  it  had  been  resolved,  in  regard  te 
the  publication  of  the  balance-sheet,  that  this  is  not  neces- 
sary, having  regard  to  the  fact  that  a  Special  Finance  Sub- 
Committee  has  been  dealing  with  the  finances  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Checking-  Bureau,  and  that 
a  final  balance-sheet  dealing  with  the  accounts  for  the  period 
ending  February  1917  had  been  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  A  communication  from  the  London  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  regarding  the  conving  of  Insurance 
prescriptions  had  been  referred  to  the  Tariff  Investigation 
Sub-Committee. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

It  was  left  to  the  President  to  select  a  person  to  deliver 
the  inaue-ural  sessional  address  in  October. 
This  concluded  the  public  business. 


Zol. — A  fire  broke  out  on  June  5  on  the  premises  of  Zol, 
Ltd.,  106  Church  Street,  K>nsingron,  London,  W.  Although 
considerable  damage  was  done,  the  managing  director  (Mr. 
P.  Barrs)  informs  us  that  orders  will  be  executed  with  the 
Same  promptitude  as  formerly. 
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Association  Affairs. 


Belfast.— For  som«  time  the  chemists'  assistants  of  Bel- 
fast have  been  building  up  a  branch  of  the  National  Amal- 
gamated Union  of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen,  and 
Clerks  The  movement  resulted  in  a  special  meeting  held 
in  the  Vintners'  Hall  on  May  30,  at  which  Mr.  Wm.  Carr, 
Ph-C,  presided.  Mr.  Alex.  Hynds  addressed  the  meeting 
on  behalf  of  the  Union,  urging  the  necessity  of  combination 
with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  position  of  chemists' 
assistants.  Branch  officers  were  elected  and  a  number  of 
new  members  enrolled.  It  was  resolved  to  meet  weekly  at 
the  same  time  and  place,  and  the  Committee  was  instructed 
to  arrange  a  scheme  of  reforms  for  submission  to  the 
members. 

Birmingham.— The  Council  of  the  Birmingham  Phar- 
maceutical Association  met  on  June  1,  and  resolved  to  recog- 
nise officially  the  Birmingham  Chemists'  Field  Ambulance 
(Volunteer),  suggesting  that  that  body  should  be  attached 
to  the  Royal  Warwickshire  (Volunteer)  Regiment.

The 
Secretary  stated  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for 
the  dLsnensing.^by  chemists  of  school  clinics'  prescriptions 
at  the  same  rates  as  for  hospital  out-patients'  dispensing. 
Up  tc-  the  present  412.  19s.  bd.  has  been  contributed  through 
the  Association  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Parlia- 
mentary Representation  Fund. 

Bournemouth.— The  Association  met  at  Gervis  Hall  on 
June  1,  Mr  T.  Boyle  (President)  in  the  chair.  A  vote  of 
•condolence  was  passed  with  the  relatives  of  the  late  Mr. 
Hayhoe.  Mr.  Bilson  was  congratulated  on  his  re-election 
i>o  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  thanked  the  members 
for  their  support.  It  was  resolved  "that  every  effort  be 
made  to  discourage  unnecessary  .Sunday  trading,  and  that 
members  be  asked  not  to  pull  up  blinds  or  leave  doors 
standing  open  on  Sunday."  The  Secretary  was  directed  to 
■writ°>  again  to  the  Bournemouth  Medical  Society  and  the 
Panel  Committee  with  regard  to  supplies  of  glycerin  and 
sugar.    The  collection  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  realised  30s. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland.  —  A 
special  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  in  the  Society's 
rooms,  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  on  May  31,  Mr.  W.  J. 
Rankin  (President),  in  the  chair,  when  Mr.  S.  Gibson,  J. P., 
referred  in  feeling  terms,  and  with  much  emotion,  to  the 
•death  of  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  and  moved — 

"  That  the  Committee  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society 

•  of  Ireland  desire  to   place  on.  record  their  deep  regret   at  the 

•  death  of  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  who  has  so  many  years  ably  con- 
ducted the  editorial  department  of  The  Chemist  "  and  Druggist. 
Nowhere  will  his  loss  be  more  felt  than  in  Ireland,  as  his  mature 
advice  was  always  at  the  command  of  our  members.    To  tho6e 

■  of  us  who  oame  in  contact  with  him  from  time  to  time  in  London 
on  Parliamentary  work,  his  loss  will  be  keenly  felt.  When 
applied  to  for  advice  in  any  subject  connected  with  the  pharmacy 
or  drug  trade,  his  views  were  always  considered  final.  He  always 
took  a  clear,  broad  view  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  trade. 
We  desire  that  this  expression  of  our  sincere  regret  be  sent  to 
the  members  of  his  family  and  the  publishers  of  The  Chemist 
■and  Druggist." 

Mr.  S.  Suffern  and  the  President  sympathetically  echoed 
Mr.  Gibson's  remarks  and  the  terms  of  the  resolution,  which 
was  unanimously  carried,  the  niembers  rising  to  their  feet. 

Essex. — The  Committee  of  the  County  Association  met  on 
June  5,  when  the  Secretary  reported  on  his  negotiations 
with  the  Board  of  Agriculture  regarding  the  price  of  copper 
sulphate,  and  was  directed  to  pursue  the  matter  further. 
Messrs.  J.  H.  Matthews  and  C.  Goode  were  appointed 
•delegates  to  the  July  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
"Conference. 

Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians.  —  The  Council 
met  on  May  17  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  Mr.  A.  Upson  in 
the  chair.  The  minutes  having  been  read,  a  ballot  was  taken 
for  the  chairmanship  for  the  ensuing  vear.  This  resulted 
in  a  tie  between  Mr.  Upson  and  Mr.  Dadd,  upon  which  the 
former  gracefully  retired  in  favour  of  Mr.  Dadd,  who 
thanked  the  Council  for  his  election.  Mr.  Comer  was 
elected  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  Boatman  Treasurer,  and  Mr. 
J.  Harcombe  Cuff  Secretary  and  Editor.  Standing  Com- 
mittees were  appointed.  A  long  discussion  took  p'ace  on 
the  South  African  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Bill  as  affecting 
the  rights  of  opticians,  and  it  was  decided  to  send  to  the 
Cape  authorities  and  to  General  Smuts  a  protest  against 
the  clauses  restricting  treatment  of  optical  defects  to  medical 
practitioners.  The  District  Secretaries  were  then  re- 
appointecL.and  the  Secretary  reported  on  the  Institute's  In- 
dustrial Wght-testing  Scheme.  ? 


Newport  (IWon.).— The  Newport  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion met  at  the  Shaftesbury  Hotel  on  May  30,  when  Dr. 
H.  R.  Burpitt  (school  medical  officer)  gave  an  address  on 
the  Health  and  Care  of  School-children.  This  comprised 
a  brief  historical  survey  of  the  movement  for  the  medical 
inspection  of  elementary-school  children  and  an  outline  of 
the  method  in  which  the  work  is  done  locally.  A  discussion 
followed  on  matters  of  mutual  interest  to  doctors  and 
pharmacists.  Mr.  Benson  Harries  (President),  in  proposing 
a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer,  advocated  a  closer  under- 
standing between  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sions in  the  interest  of  the  public  service.  Other  speakers 
concurred,  and  Dr.  Burpitt  expressed  his  gratification  at  the 
interest  taken  in  his  address. 

Salford.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  May  17,  Mr.  H.  Thompson  (President) 
in  the  chair.  The  Treasurer's  report  was  adopted.  A  new 
by-law  was  passed  enabling  firms  to  nominate  a  qualified 
member  of  their  staff  as  their  representative.  The  newly 
elected  Council  comprises  Messrs.  Bellringer,  Cuttiford, 
Davison,  Gill,  Harrop,  Jones,  Simmons,  Stout,  and  Thomp- 
son. Mr.  W.  F.  Cuttiford  was  elected  President,  Mr.  J.  L. 
Davison  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Harrop  Treasurer.  Thanks 
were  voted  to  the  officers  for  their  services  during  the  past 
year. 

Staffordshire.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Staffordshire 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Swan  Hotel. 
Stafford,  on  May  31,  when  the  election  of  officers  resulted 
as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  Weston  Poole  (Newcastle) ;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  A.  S.  Price ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  E.  M.  Mellor 
(Uttoxeter) ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  F.  Fowke.  _  The  Com- 
mittee were  re-elected  en  bloc.  Mr.  Woolcock,  Registrar 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  then  addressed  the  meeting 
on  Organisation.  He  argued  that  only  by  proper  local 
organisation  and  co-operation  with  the  central  body  could 
any  benefits  be  secured  by  chemists,  and  instanced  the 
effect  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  claiming  for  the 
Society  the  credit  of  the  increased  establishment-charge  and 
advantages  gained  in  the  revision  of  the  Tariff.  Educa- 
tion, the  curriculum,  and  division  of  the  Minor  examination 
were  dealt  with,  and  the  speaker  assured  his  hearers  that 
the  further  organisation  of  pharmacists  was  receiving  con- 
stant attention  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  A  discussion 
followed,  and  Mr.  Woolcock  was  thanked  for  his  address. 

West  Bromwlcb. — The  Pharmaceutical  Association  met 
at  Mr.  Withers'  house  on  May  31,  Mr.  Hampton  (Vice- 
President)  in  the  chair,  when  Mr.  Lock  read  a  paper  in 
reply  to  that  of  Mr.  Barnes  (C  <£•  D.,  March  10,  p.  -90). 
Mr.  Lock  thought  the  pharmaceutical  outlook  did  not 
justify  Mr.  Barnes's  optimism.  He  considered  Insurance 
dispensing  to  be  inadequately  paid  for,  asjd  scoffed  at  the 
g'wasi-professional  state  of  the  present-day  pharmacist.  He 
favoured  an  aggressive  policy  in  dealing  with  the  Insurance 
Commissioners,  and  regarded  the  suggested  formation  of 
dispensing  depots  as  simply  a  nightmare.  Mr.  Lock  did 
not  think  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  have  any 
business  department  attached  to  it.  as  such  a  union  would 
not  work.  He  looked  upon  the  P.A.T.A.  and  U.C.A.L. 
as  destructive  Associations,  only  suitable  for  pharmacists 
without  ideas  of  their  own.  As  against  Mr.  Barnes's  plea 
for  co-oneration,  Mr.  Lock  advocated  individualism,  sug- 
gesting that  progress  through  co-operation  is  too  slow.  Mr. 
Barnes  replied  in  defence  of  co-operation,  and  the  thanks 
of  the  meeting  were  accorded  to  Mr.  Lock.  A  vote  of 
condolence  with  the  relatives  of  the  late  Mr.  Peter  Mac- 
Ewan was  carried

Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGLAND. 

Birmingham.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  held  on  June  1,  it  was  decided  to  consult  the 
wishes  of  panel  chemists  as  to  whether  the  present  Com- 
mittee should  remain  in  office  for  another  year,  or  whether 
an  election  should  take  place.  A  panel  meeting  to  decide 
this  will  be  held  at  the  Imperial  Hotel,  Temple  Street,  on 
June  12,  and  any  other  subjects  connected  with  Insurance 
dispensing  may  be  introduced  for  discussion, 

Bournemouth. — The  Clerk's  report  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  shows  that  the  prescriptions  dispensed  in  1916 
numbered  67,462,  at  a  total  "cost  of  1,8062.  14s.  Ud.  (ingre- 
dients, 9862.  5s. ;  dispensing-fees,  8207.  9s.  lid.).  The-  average 
cost  per  prescription  was  6M.,  as  against  7Md.  in  1915. 
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Essex.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on  June  5, 
when  it  was  agreed  to  pay  the  additional  O.id.  per  pre- 
scription for  1916.  Temporary  residents'  scripts  for  1915 
are  also  to  be  paid  for,  leaving  a  small  balance  for  division 
among,  the  panel  chemists  fox  that  year  in  addition  to  the 
94.55  per  cent,  already  paid.  The  Pricing  Bureau's  cir- 
cular dealing  with  incomplete  prescriptions  was  considered, 
and  it  was  decided  to  recommend  that  such  prescriptions 
■be  returned  to  the  chemists  -and  no  payment  made  until 
adequate  details  are  initialled  by  the  doctor.  The  Insur- 
ance Committee's  accounts  for  1916  were  agreed  to._  It  was 
decided  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners 
that  the  Committee  continue  in  office  for  another  year.  The 
Central  Checking  Bureau's  figures  for  January  were 
adopted. 

Middlesex.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  at  the  Guild- 
hall, Westminster,  on  June  4,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  pre- 
siding. The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  re- 
ported a  complaint  against  a  chemist  who  refused  to  use 
a  dirty  bottle  brought  to  .him  by  a  panel  patient  .' and 
charged  2d.  for  a  clean  one,  but  the  complaint  was  dis- 
missed. A  more  serious  complaint  was  against  a  company 
who,  owing  to  pressure  of  dispensing-work,  declined  to 
make  up  a  prescription  at  8.15  p.m.  on  a  Sunday.  The  com- 
pany is  to  be  warned  against  a  repetition  of  such  a 
breach  of  its  agreement.  Payments  were  authorised  of 
4,844?.  17s.  2d.  to  chemists,  3432.  19s.  to  medical  practitioners 
(capitation  drugs),  and  86?.  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  administration  expenses. 

Portsmouth.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  May  31, 
when  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
accepting  the  calculations  of  the  Joint  Pricing  Committee 
under  the  Article  5  Tariff  as  applying  to  the  whole  of  1916. 
Mr.  Hollis  (Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee)  said 
chemists  would  now  be  paid  under  one  system  and  have  no 
part  in  the  fi  floating  sixpence."  The  Finance  Committee's 
report  included  correspondence  with  the  Commissioners  and 
the  Joint  Pricing  Committee  as  to  the  delay  of  some  chemists 
in  sending  in  their  accounts,  and  suggesting  the  recovery 
from  such  delinquents  of  any  expenses  incurred  through 
their  negligence.  The  prescriptions  dispensed  in  March 
numbered  11,246,  at  a  total  cost  of  2952.  Is.  5d.  and  an 
average  of  6.20<2.  per  script.  The  Committee  confirmed  the 
advance  payments  made  to  chemists  for  that  month,  and 
ordered  balancing  payments  to  be  made.  The  sum  of  307. 
was  granted  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  ad- 
ministrative purposes. 

Sheffield.— A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  June  6  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  Clerk- reported  that 
he  had  obtained  from  Approved  Societies  and  the  rating 
authorities  figures  showing  an  increase  in  the  population 
rnd  insured  persons  for  1916,  whereas  the  credit  was  less 
than  allowed  by  the  Commissioners  for  1914  and  1915.  It 
was  decided  to  send  a  deputation  to  London.  The  National 
Association  of  Insurance  Committees  wrote  asking  the 
Committee  to  continue  to  pay  representatives'  expenses  on 
the  basis  laid  down  by  them,  but  the  Committee  resolved 
to  pay  according  to  the  reduced  scale  laid  down  by  the 
Commissioners.  It  was  agreed  to  grant  a  war-bonus  of  2s. 
per  week  on  the  revised  scales  of  wages  to  the  female  staff, 
and  10  per  cent,  on  the  salary  of  the  Chief  Clerk.  It  was 
decided  that  only  65  per  cent,  be  paid  to  institutions  who 
are  treating  their  insured  staff,  as  the  extra  12?.  per  1,000 
persons  for  drugs  can  only  be  paid  to  doctors  and  chemists. 
Payment  was  ordered  of  the  balance  of  chemists'  accounts 
for  March,  and  on  account  for  April,  936?.  16s.  8d. 

SCOTLASB. 

Dundee.— Cheques  were  handed  to  panel  chemists  on 
May  31  to  cover  a  further  payment  towards  February 
accounts  and  an  instalment  of  6d.  for  each  prescription 
dispensed  in  April.  A  number  of  chemists  were  at  the 
same  time  notified  that  certain  medicines  dispensed  between 
September  and  December  1916  have  been  disallowed.  This 
means  that  they  will  not  be  paid  for,  and  the  intimation 
has  caused  some  indignation.  It  is  considered  unbusiness- 
like to  challenge  items  in  a  monthly  account  from  six  to 
ten  months  after  being  rendered ;  further,  it  is  unfair  to 
penalise  chemists  because  doctors  have  not  observed  the 
instructions  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  [Two  cases  which 
have  been  brought  to  our  notice  concerned  Listerine  and 
Nepenthe.— Ed.] 

WALES. 

Denbighshire. —The  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed 
during  the  first  three  months  of  1917  was  20,549,  at  a  cost 
of  508?.  0s.  Id.,  as  compared  with  a  total  of  19,573,  valued 
at  430?.  13s.  2d.,  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1916.  In 
January  last  scripts  numbered  6,455;  in  February,  6  991; 
in  March,  7,103.

Ambrine  Imitations. 


Ambeine,  a  paraffin-wax  preparation,  prepared  from  a. 
formula  of  a  French  medical  man,  Dr.  Barthe  de  Sandfort, 
has  been  referred  to  on  several  occasions  in  our  columns. 
It  is  employed  in  what  is  known  as  the  paraffin-film  treat- 
ment of  burns,  which  consists  in  spraying  the  melted  wax 
on  to  the  burn,  and  so  keeping  out  bacterial  infection. 
Ambrine  consists  chiefly  of  paraffin  wax  of  m.p.  48.6°  C, 
and  contains  in  addition  small  quantities  of  fatty  oil,  an 
asphalt-like  body,  and  colouring-matter.  The  makers'  are 
quite  frank  in  regard  to  the  main  constituent  of  the  pre- 
paration. There  have  been  published,  however,  several 
formulas  which  profess  to  improve;on  the  original  prepara- 
tion, and  as  these  are  in  demand'  in  various  parts  of  the 
country  we  have  brought  the  formulse  together  so  that 
chemists  may  have  a  record  of  the  different  suggestions : 
"  No.  7  Paraffin."

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Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  As  r.  result  of 
the  War  wholesale  houses  have  had  to  contend  with  many 
fresh  difficulties,  some  of  which  have  involved  greatly  increased 
expenses.  Shortage  of  labour  with  higher  wages  (equal  to 
almost  double  pre-war  rates)  has  a  direct  effect  upon  values  oi 
goods,  as  also  have  rail  vay  carriage,  freights,  cartage,  and 
other  charges.  The  foregoing  an!  other  incidental  outlays 
prevent  retail  buyers  purchasing  at  the  market  prices  quoted

There  is  a  better  tone  about  the  chemical  and  drug  markets 
this  week,  and,  as  is  usually  the  case  when  markets  are 
advancing,  buying  becomes  more  general.  The  outstand- 
ing feature  is  a  sharp  advance  in  salicylic  acid,  which  is 
Is.  to  Is.  6c?.  dearer,  this  being  duo  to  a  much  improved 
demand  and  scarcity  for  prompt  delivery.  Sodium  sali- 
cylate is  similarly  affected,  but  to  a  less  extent.  Aspirin 
is  firm  and  in  upward  tendency.  Caffeine  continues  very 
scarce ;  strychnine  is  2d.  por  oz.  higher.  Resorcin  is  lower. 
Milk-sugar  is  firmer ;  tartaric  acid  and  menthol  easier.

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The  Chemist's  Title.

4.  v  '  Vne  '  p-  50^  on  tne  names  employed  to  desig- 
nate those  who  practise  pharmacy  or  merely  sell  drugs  and 
such  articles  as  the  public  associate  with  the  chemist's  shop. 
Pharmacist  is  a  name  which  will  require  several  genera- 
tions of  systematic  advertising  to  acclimatise,  and  perhaps 
gkj»    ,tru,e  . 't  may  be    characterised  as    waste  effort. 

Chemist  is  not  so  foreign  to  pharmacy  as  appears  on 
the  surface,  since  the  first  real  chemists,  apart  from  the 
alchemists,  were  those  who  to  a  large  extent  approached 
it  from  the  medicine  point  of  view.  However,  chemistry 
has  long  since  outdistanced  pharmacy.  The  term  "  drug- 
gist "is  still  largely  used,  especially  in  country  districts 
and,  I  believe,  in  certain  parts  of  Scotland,  but  the  official 
designation  of  druggist  given  in  the  V.D.  circulars  would 
imply  that  the  term  is  applied  to  the  unqualified;  phar- 
macist and  chemist  are  terms  not  included  in  the  ban.  It 
would  appear  to  me  that  the  term  druggist  is  a  reversion. 
There  is  one    name  which  is   appropriate,  and  that  is 

apothecary."  The  curious  part  is  that  the  conversion  of 
this  term  to  medical  usage  leaves  it  high  and  dry,  since 
the  Licentiates  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  drop  the 
term  as  soon  as  they  have  won  their  qualification.  The 
pharmacist  is  the  modern  prototype  of  the  apothecary  and 
™je  name  is  still  used  in  various  parts  of  the  country  for 
the  shop.  Indeed,  it  is  not  altogether  unknown  for  patients 
m  hospitals  to  refer  to  the  dispenser  as  the  apothecary. 
On  the  Continent,  in  non-Latin  countries,  there  exist  the 
protected  apothecary  and  the  unprotected  and  unqualified 
vendor  of  common  drugs  called  the  druggist.  The  simple 
term  druggist  connotes,  however,  one  who  sells  drugs  on 
the  wholesale  plan,  who  need  not  necessarily  be  qualified.

Sir, — As  &n  assistant  with  ten  years'  first-class  experience, 
I  should  like  to  give  my  experience  as  to  how  assistants 
are  paid  in  Dublin,  and  I  know  for  a  fact  that  the  assist- 
ants are  not  paid  better  in  LimeTick  than  in  any  other 
part  of  Ireland.  I  am  in  a  very  good-class  district  in 
Dublin,  and  work  sixty-five  hours  per  week,  as  well  as 
every  alternate  Sunday.  I  have  to  dispense,  attend  the 
counter,  keep  stock,  and  make  myself  generally  useful,  for 
which  I  receive  501.  a  year  indoor.  Is  this  a  professional 
salary  or  a  working-man's  wage?  Now,  "Carboy,"  do 
you  still  wonder  why  we  seek  the  aid  of  bricklayers,  car- 
penters, etc.,  to  give  us  a  hand  in  trying  to  move  some 
of  the  long-standing  pillars  of  pharmacy  ?

Sir, — From  "  Limerick's"  remarks  I  may  take  it  for 
granted  that  he  is  an  employer,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say, 
judging  from  the  phraseology  of  his  letter,  he  is  not  repre- 
sentative of  the  average.  Speaking  as  a  L.P.S.I.  and  as 
a  cljampion  of  the  rights  of  the  "grumbling"  assistants, 
I  advise  "Limerick"  to  leave  the  issue  to  be  decided  by 
more  broad-minded  men.  "  Limerick  "  must  be  aware 
that  the  average  wage  of  a  chemist's  assistant  is  only  25s. 
to  30.?.  per  week,  even  in  his  own  city,  which  should  be 
called  the  ".nursery  of  apprentices."  owing  to  the  fact  that 
two-thirds  of  the  work  is  done  by  apprentices,  who  are 
afterwards  despatched  to  flood  an  already  overcrowded 
market  of  assistant  labour.  He  must  also 'be  aware  that 
the  purchasable  value  of  11.  is  now  only  lis.,  and  in  face 
of  that  knowledge  will  he  dare  to  uphold  his  vague  argu- 
ments against  this  much-delayed  war  bonus?     I  appeal  to 

Limerick "  and  all  other  employers  to  hear  the  just 
demands  of  their  assistants,  and  to  beware  of  the  monster 
they  are  .  slowly  creating  lest  it  may  recoil  on  themselves.

Sir, — With  reference  to  "  Limerick's "  letter  {C.  &  D., 
May  26,  p.  50),  I  think  the  following  facts  should  be  made 
known.  The  assistants  in  Limerick  are  looking,  not  for  an 
increase  considered  as  such  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events, 
but  for  an  increase  to  meet  the  extraordinary  advance  in 
price  of  the  necessities  of  life.  This,  surely,  is  not  un- 
reasonable, and  has  already  been  granted  to  almost  every 
other  body  of  workers  in  the  Kingdom.  The  employers 
declined  to  meet  a  deputation  from  the  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation, and  to  the  assistants'  application  for  war  bonus 
they  returned  a  refusal,  on  the  grounds  that  (a)  no  such 
application  had  been  made  elsewhere,  and  (6)  they  believed 
the  Limerick  assistants  are  paid  at  a  higher  rate  than 
in  any  other  town  in  Ireland.  They  would  neither  admit 
nor  deny  the  necessity  for  war  bonus,  nor  would  they  allow 
the '  assistants  the  opportunity  of  discussing  the  matter 
with  them.  ..."  Limerick's  "  statement,  that  since  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year  practically  all  the  assistants 
have  had  their  salaries  increased,  is,  in  my  opinion,  a 
rather  misleading  exaggeration."  I  should  like  "  Limerick  " 
to  give  his  authority  for  the  statement.  Of  the  six  cases 
of  increased  salary  I  know  of,  three,  I  understand,  were 
granted  voluntarily,  two  were  granted  when  it  was  found 
it  was  a  case  of  granting  the  increase  or  getting  two  new 
assistants,  and  one  was  granted  in  January,  which  was, 
I  understand,  applied  for  last  November.  Is  "  Limerick" 
in  a  position  to  state  that  the  present  rate  of  remuneration 
in  Limerick  is  in  excess  of  the  pre-war  rate,  and,  if  so,  by 
what  percentage?

Copper  Sulphate. 

Mr.  C.  E.  A.  Ooode,  Secretary  of  the  Essex  C'ou-nty  Phar- 
macists' Association,  asks  any  chemist  in  his  area  who  is 
experiencing  a  difficulty  in  supplying  copper  sulphate  to 
communicate  with  him. 

Poisoning  from  Rhubarb -haves. 

F.  0.  (46/72)  writes:  "Do  you  not  think  that  a  very 
probable  solution  of  the  deaths  arising  from  eating  rhubarb- 
leaves  may  be  that  they  receive  the  dressing  from  the 
fruit-trees  under  which  they  are  grown  ?  And  this  season 
especially  nicotine  and  arsenate  of  lead  have  been  used,  to  a 
very  much  larger  extent  than  before."  [It  seems  to  be 
definitely  established  that  rhubarb-leaves  contain  a  larger 
proportion  of  oxalic  acid  or  soluble  oxalate  than  the  leaf- 
stalk. In  the  Enfield  case  it  was  found  that  death  was  due 
to  the  oxalates. — Editor.] 

Fruit-preserving. 

J.  M.  (Brighton)  (48/24),  _  referring  to  the' note  in  the 
C.  &  D.  (June  2,  p.  51)  on  this  subject,  writes  :  "  '  W.  H.  B.' 
should  place  the  fruit  in  bottles,  fill  up  with  cold  water, 
put  the  bottles  in  a  saucepan  with  straw  under  the  bottles, 
heat  sufficiently  to  scald  the  fruit,  take  out  and  allow  to 
cool,  then  pour  on  a  layer  of  olive  oil  and  tie  down. 
Hard  fats  contract  and  admit  air,  and  I  think  that  was 
the  cause  ^of  the  trouble.  Fruit  preserved  as  above  will 
keep  nine  or  ten  months." 

"  Noting  your  paragraph  re  fruit-preserving,  I  should  like 
to  say  that  for  several  years  I  have  used  the  '  Kilner  ' 
jars  and  have  found  them  highly  successful.  No  preserva- 
tive of  any  kind  is  required.  The  modus  operandi  is  to 
fill  the  jars  with  sound  fruit  and  place  in  a  warm  oven 
until  the  skin  cracks,  then  fill  up  with  boiling  water  and 
seal  down.  I  have  still  a  considerable  quantity  of  fruit 
(plums  and  blackberries),  put  down  in  this  way  last  year, 
in  perfect  condition,  and  when  served  indistinguishable 
from  the  fresh  fruit.  The  '  Kilner  jar  consists  of  jar, 
I.R.  ring,  glass  top,  and  metal  screw-top,  and  is,  I  believe, 
obtainable  through  most  of  the  sundry  houses." — .4.  H. 
Cart wright  (Dover). 

The  Price  of  Halazone. 

Scientia  (91/19)  writes:  "A  medical  man  inquired  this 
week  for  400  halazone  tablets  for  a  penny.  I  had  read 
the  note  on  halazone  in  the  C.  &  Z>.,  but  was  a  little 
astonished  at  the  request  for  tablets  at  that  price.  On 
getting  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter  I  found  that  Drs. 
Dakin  and  Dunham,  in  the  original  article  in  the  '  B.M.J.,' 
state  that  sufficient  of  the  new  chemical  can  bo  made  for 
a  penny  to  sterilise  a  hundred  gallons  of  water.  As  the 
tablets  recommended  by  these  writers  are  each  only  suffi- 
cient for  a  quart  of  water,  it  follows  that  400  tablets  are 
required  for  the  job.  Drs.  Dakin  and  Dunham,  by  setting 
afloat — in  all  seriousness,  I  presume — the  legend  regarding 
the  infinitesimal  cost  of  this  drug,  which  will  probably  be 
retailed  in  tablet-form  at  half-a-crown  a  hundred — if  as  low 
as  that — have  done  something  to  perpetuate  the  good  old 
crusted  superstition  about  druggists'  profits." 
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Legal  Queries. 


Most  difficulties  in  trade  law  are  explained  in  the  legal  section 
of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,"  1917,  beginning  on 
page  353. 


Radix  (48 /22)  is  over  the  age  of  forty-one,  and  unattested, 
but  was  under  forty-one  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the 
Military  Service  Act.  Is  he  liable  to  military  service  ?  He 
has  not  yet  been  called  to  the  Colours.  [If  "Radix"  is 
single  and  attained  the  age  of  forty-one  since  February  1916 
he  is  liable  to  serve;  if  he  is  married  he  is  liable  to  serve, 
unless  he  was  forty-one  before  June  24,  1916.] 

E.  W.  (43/21).— Supply  of  Cocaine  Solution.— A  1-per- 
cent, solution  can  by  special  permission  be  supplied,  for  the 
present,  to  unregistered  persons  who  were  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  dentistry  before.  July  28,  1916.  The  sale  must 
be  entered  in  the  cocaine  register.  Three  ga'lons  of  the 
solution  seems  a  large  quantity  to  supply,  and  you  should 
satisfy  yourself  that  it  is  to  be  used  solely  as  a  local 
anaesthetic. 

W.  G.  (46/1)  asks  if  he  can  supply,  say,  four  or  five  ounces 
of  brandy  provided  he  gets  a  doctor's  prescription  for  it. 
[No ;  by  so  doing  ho  would  commit  an  offence  against  both 
the  general  licensing  law  and  the  law  as  to  Excise  licences. 
He  would  also  be  offending  against  the  Liquor  Control 
Board  regulations,  as  brandy  is  clearly  not  a  "  medicine, 
mixture,  or  preparation  which  is  made  up  for  a  customer 
on  the  signed  prescription  of  a  medical  practitioner." 
See  as  to  this  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1917,  pages  216,  217.— Editor.] 

H.  S.  (41/32). — (1)  It  is  necessary  for  you  to  give  a  refer- 
ence to  the  published  formula  for  the  Cholera-mixture 
if  you  wish  to  sell  it  unstamped  as  a  "  known,  admitted, 
and  approved  remedy."  Special  attentions  was  called  to 
this  a  few  years  ago,  as  many  chemists  were  selling  the 
mixture  without  the  necessary  reference.  The  next  oppor- 
tunity for  registering  formulae  will  be  in-  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Diary,  1918.  There  are  already  included  in 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  about  a  hundred  formulae 
more  or  less  resembling  the  one  you  submit.  (2)  You  may 
not  sell  dutiable  medicines  unstamped  to  medical  men  as 
such,  nor  can  you  dispense  dutiable  medicines  unstamped 
unless  mixed  with  some  other  ingredient.  You  will  find  this 
explained  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  1917, 
p.  363.   ■  •

E.  H,  T.  (43/64).— Jam-making.—  The  proportion  of  glu- 
cose to  fruit  used  in  jam-making  is  as  follows :  Glucose 
(liquid)  to  U  part,  fruit  1  part.  If  sugar  is  also  em- 
ployed the  quantity  to  use  is  glucose  1  part,  sugar  2  parts, 
fruit  3  parts. 

J.  M.  W.  L.  (43/56). — Fruit-preserving  with  salt  is  under- 
stood to  be  unsuccessful.  The  amount  of  salt  recommended 
was  small — about  one  or  two  teaspoonfuls  to  each  pound  of 
fruit.    This  was  employed  in  conjunction  with  sugar. 

K.  B.  &  P.  (36/68). — Rubber-stamp  Ink. — The  following 
are  two  formulae  for  purple  or  violet  stamping-inks :

W.  A.  li.  (38/25).— Repairing  Primus  Stoves.— To  repair 
brass  stoves  the  method  known  as  brazing  or  hard-soldering 
is  employed.  The  parts  to  be  united  are  fitted  together 
and  kept  in  place  by  means  of  a  clamp  or  wire  rivets.  A 
blow-torch  or  blow-pipe  is  used  as  the  heating-agent,  the 
flux  employed  being  either  borax  or  boric  acid.  Profes- 
sional braziers  keep  a  number  of  alloys  as  solders,  these 
being  in  the  form  of  granular  powders,  in  which  condition 
they  can  readily  be  mixed  with  the  flux.  If  slightly  damped 
the  mixture  is  easily  placed  upon  the  joint  or  spot  which 
it  is  required  to  braze,  by  means  of  a  small  brush  or  piece 
of  stick.  The  composition  of  the  brazing-powders — which 
you  can  purchase  ready-made — is  as  follows :

No.  I.  is  the  hardest  and  No.  III.  the  softest.  Pure  tin  is 

also  a  good  soft  alloy  for  brazing. 

P.  <L-  S.  (91/19). — Halazone. — We  had  not  space  in  our 
issue  of  June  2  (p.  43)  to  give  the  detai's  of  the  manufacture 
of  this  new  product  recommended  for  the  disinfection  of 
drinking-water.  The  chemical  name  is  p-sulphon-dichlor- 
amino-benzoic  acid,  and  it  is  made  as  follows : 

Preparation  of  p-Suhphonamido-b  enzoic  Acid. — Add 
250  grams  commercial  sodium  dichromate  to  a  mixture  of 
200  c.c.  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  and  600  c.c.  water 
contained  in  2-litre  round  flask.  Then  add  100  grams 
crude  toluene-p-sulphonamide,  and  heat  on  a  sand-bath 
with  reflux  condenser  for  one  hour,  using  a  small  flame 
at  first  as  the  reaction  is  vigorous.  On  cooling,  wash  the 
separated  crysta's  well  with  cold  water,  and  then  dissolve 
them  in  hot  dilute  sodium  hydroxide  in  slight  excess. 
Filter  hot,  and  add  excess  of  hydrochloric  acid,  and 
when  cold  fi'ter  off  the .  precipitated  acid  and  wash  well 
with  water  and  dry.  The  yield  is  about  80  per  cent,  of 
theory. 

Preparation  of  p-Sulphon-dichloramino-b enzoic  Acid. — 
Twenty  grams  of  p-sulphonamido-benzoic  acid  is  dissolved 
in  200  c.c.  approximately  normal  sodium  hydroxide 
(2  mols.),  warming  if  necessary.  About  200  grams  of 
crushed  ice  is  Ihen  added,  and  the  mixture  saturated 
wich  a  rapid  current  of  chlorine.  The  reaction  is  most 
conveniently  carried  out  in  a  fair'y  wide-mouthed  flask, 
which  may  bo  shaken  while  the  gas  is  being  introduced. 
If  tho  temperature  should  rise  more  ic3  can  be  added.  A 
white,  rather  chalky  precipitate  of  the  dichloramino  acid 
is  at  once  precipitated.  The  acid  is  filtered  off,  using 
suction,  well  washed  with  cold  water,  and  dried  in  vacuo 
on  a  porous  plate.  The  dry  substance  is  practical'y  pure, 
and  may  be  powdered  and  preserved  apparently  in- 
definitely. Prepared  by  this  method,  the  yield  of  the 
dichloramino  acid  is  practically  the  theoretical  amount.

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  session  closed  on  June  6,  1867,  Mr.  J.  Lloyd  being 
President.  In  a  report  signed  by  him  and  Mr.  G.  R. 
Sleggs,  Hon.  Secretary,  it  was  stated  that  the  membership 
was  129,  and  the  Committee  noted  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  treatment  of  subjects  brought  forward  for  discus- 
sion. The  half-yearly  supper  had  been  held  on  January  10, 
fifty-two  gentlemen  joining  the  party.  Reference  was  made 
to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  at  the  time  was  the  one 
absorbing-  trade  subject  apart  from  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia of  1867,  as  to  which  the  report  stated:  "  It  will  be 
cur  first  duty  to  become  acquainted  with  its  details,  and 
as  far  as  possible  to  adopt  the  well-attested  formulae  it  so 
authoritatively  contains."

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  of  which  Sir  Richard
